I am’ not arguing for or against these 
labels, but merely stating facts 
Mitchell and the Union Label. 

There is a question im the minds of 
many as to whether tthe union label is not 
a kind of boycott, and seme believe both 
the label and the boycott an outrage 
upon the public. In a recent talk with 
John Mitchell I asked him what he 
thought about ft. Said he: 

“The union label is perfectly legitimate, 
and is one of the chief weapons of or- 
ganized labor in its warfare against the 
unjust employer. It was started by the 
California cigar makers to protect their 
work against Chinese cheap labor, and it 
has now spread to every branch of the 
cigar trade. The Cigar Makers’ Union 
put its labels on twenty-two million boxes 
of cigars last year. The jabel shows that 
those cigars were made by union men 
who worked for union wages under sani- 
tary conditions. 

“The union label is now used by all 
sorts of industries,” Mr. Mitchell con. 
tinued. “The Hatters’ Union alone is- 
Sues something like a million new labels 
every month, and every one goes into a 
union-made hat. The merchant tailors 
have a union label] and so have the brick- 
layers. The number of men who will 
use nothing but union goods is constantly 
increasing, and it now embraces many 
millions outside those who belong to 
labor Organizations.” 

The Right to Boycott. 

“But,” said I, “do you think the trades 
unions have the right to boycott whom 
they please?’ ; 

“Of course they have,” replied John 
Mitchell. ‘The boycott is not confined to 
organjzed labor. It is used by every 
class of society, by churches, and by al] 
sorts of organizations ag well as trades 
unions. Manufacturers are often boy- 
cotted by other manufacturers and by 
jobbers and retailers. The retailers ara 
often boycotted by the manufacturers. 
Certain firms are boycotted by banks and 
certain banks are boycotted by the gen- 
eral public. In ‘the business world men 
of al] kinds boycott for certain reasons, 
and why sonould not the trades unions do 
the same? There is no doubt about the 
lega] right to boycott. No one can com- 
pel John Smith to buy goods of John 
Brown. No one can compel him to trave}] 
in the same car, sit in the same church 
or eat at the same table. I think, how- 
ever, that the boycott should be open 
and above board, and that the man to 
be boycotted should have the right to 
be heard before the boycott is enforced. 
I don’t believe that the boycott should 
be intemperate or unjust. I don’t think, 
for instance, that it is right to dismiss 
a school teacher because her father wors- 
ed during a strike nor to allow the chii- 
dren of union workmen in school to boy- 
cott the children of a non-union work- 
man. would be unjustifiable to refuse 
the last services to a dying man, what-- 
ever his past record hag been, and [ 
would disapprove of any boycott which 
should in any way disturb the burial of 
such a man.” |

From the Docks of New,York. 

A labor leader of quite a different type 
from Mr. Phillips is James Daly, the 
head of the Dock Builders’ Union of New 
York city. He is as rough as Phillips 
is smooth, and makes no bones of saying 
just how he gains his ends for his men. 
I had a chat with him the other day.

Te cenecsent the men who Build the 
docks of New York. We have three 
thousand of them in our union and we 
éo practically all the building along the 
25 miles of dock frontage in New York 
and Brooklyn.

Unionists Who Overreach Themselves 

There is no doubt but that mamy of the 
demands of organized labor aré extrava- 
gant. They may not come from the 
‘unions as such, but from union men, so 
foolish that they overreach themselves ta, 
their own hurt, 

I heard the other night of: two in.- 
stances in connection with the National 
Cash Register Company, of Dayten, Ohio. 
That company has been noted for its 
kindness te its men and for the sanitary 
ecndition and conveniences of its factories. 
Among other things, it has free bath 
houses for its employees, and it had 
furnishe@ not only soap find towels, but 
a certain amount of time off when a 
man could take a bath during working 
hours if he wanted to. As the unjon 
grew strong in the shops its members 
began to object to trifling things as con- 
trary to union rules, and one day a cem- 
plaint was made as to the bath house, 
The union complainer said that the men 
could not use the baths because the tow- 
els were not washed by union labor. 

“But,” said the manager, ‘“‘don’t you 
know that those towels are washed by 
the widow of one of our old employees? 
We pay her just as much as we would 
have to pay at any union laundry. She 
is poor and needs the work, and we 
thought we should like to help her.” 

‘‘That makes no difference,’ said the 
unionist, ‘“‘the woman don’t belong to the 
WRion and we are bound to dry ourselves 
on union washed towels.”’ 

To this the boss did not reply, and the 
men went away. The next morrfing there 
were no jewels, and when the tmployées 
asked f@ them they were told that the 
eompany preferred that every man 
should furnish his own towel] so that he 
could have it washed where he prcased. 

A somewhat similar trouble arese later 
on in regard to a swinging déor between 
two rooms. In one of the rooms the 
work demanded processes whith produced 
certain ill-smelling fumes and the doo, 
was put in for the comfort of the work- 
men in the room adjoining. One day a 
union mechanic employed In this second 
room in passing through to the 11l-smell- 
ing place happened to notice that the 
hinges on the door were made by non; 
union labor. <A protest was at once filed 


and the men said that the hinges must 
come down. ; 

* “All fight,” said the manager, “we can 
take them down. We don’t need the 
door anyhow, and we can just take it 
away.’’. And so they aid. 

A. few-nactions of this k#id showed the 
compeny that sooner or later there must 
be a #trike' and they prepared for It. They 
said nothing, but pushed the work and 
laid up’a large amount of extra stock. 
Then when an extravagant demand was 
made-with the threat of a strike they 
refuséd to submit and the strike came. 

The company said nothing, but shut 
down the works and supplied the trade 
with the stock on hand. Two weeks 
went by and nothing was said. A month 
| passed and there was no sign of opening 
Then the workmen began to 
be worried. Many of them had lUttle 
homes which they had partly paid for. 
They needed money for interest on their 
mortgages and other things, and when 
they heard that the company was con- 
sidering the moving of the shops from 
Dayton to a place of better labor con- 
Gitions they asked to go back to work. 
They did go back, and from that time 
to this, I understand, there has been 
no complaint about .-petty matters in 
that factéry.

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IS STATE SOVEREIGNTY 


AGAIN TO BE CLOUDED 


How Georgia May Be Affected by the United States 
Supreme -Court’s Decision Involving Repudiated 
State Bond Issues. / 


By Fred Lewis. 


éé =;B most important and far-reach- 
Tine question that has come before | 
the United States supreme court 
since the days of secession,”’ is the opin- 
fon expressed by one of Georgia’s best 
known lawyers and officials of the South 
Dakota-North .Carolma bond  aase,, in 
which that cfart undertakes to coznpel 
the payment of a claim against a state, 
and the recent decision in which is,/seem- 
fngly, but the first step in the ‘aimost 
@angerous direction toward which it 


The discussion came up apropos of the 
repudiated bonds of the state of Georgia, 
known variously as the Bullock bonds, the 
Henry @lews bonds because Clews owns 
@ jarge block of them, the fraudulent 
bonds of 1870, the Brunswick and Al- 
bany bonds, or by whatever titk in’ con- 
versation may best designate them. In a 
recent news article in rhe Constitution it 
was shown that therg are evidences of a 
combination of the hpbiers of these bonds 
with a view to attempting to enforce 
their payment by /the state, or In the 
event of failure injthat direction which its 
absolutely certain, possibiy to transfer 
them to some state which will sue Geor- 
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gia in the supreme court of the United 
States. 

However much the Dakota-Carolina 
case may differ from any similar suit 
that might be instituted against’ Georgia 
on this fraudulent bond issue there is 
enough in the decision of the supreme 
court to make the state officials dread the 
legal trouble that might be given should 
any such step be taken. It is not pro- 
posed here to present any technical dis- 
cussion of this important case, but mere- 
ly to indicate its meaning as it may affect 
Georgia, only to the extent, however ,ac- 
cording io the best of opinion, of giving 
the trouble already suggested. And yet 
there are, it would seem, possibilities in 
the situation fraught with the gravest 
dangers. 

To Seize the Security. 

The judgment rendered by the United 
States supreme court against North Caro- 
lina was on $10,000 face value of bonds 
indorsed by that state to aid the bullding 
of a certain raflroad, of wnich the total 
issue Was something like $300,000. Previ- 
ous to receiving as a gift these bonas 
from certain New York brokers who held 
the entire issue the state of South Dakota 
passed a law requiring the governor. to 
accept any such gifts as this, the pro- 
ceds to be devoted to certain charitable 


j institutions, and to bring suit to inforce 


the payment. Evidently the state was pre- 
paring for just such a cdntingency; it 
would seem that it was expected. The 
supreme court in giving judgment in fa- 
vor of South Dakota and against North 
Carolina for upwards of $27,000, includ- 
ing principal and interest on the original 
$10,000 of bonds, ordered that North 
Carolina should satisfy this judgment by 
or before January |, 1905, and if the 
state fafls to @o so, it ts directed that 
the marshal shall levy upon the sequyrity 
which consists of the capital stock of 
the railroad to aid which the bonds were 
issued, and which capital stock is hetd 
within the treagury of the state of. North 
Carolina. 

And now comes the most important 
Fart of the,supreme court's decision, that 
in which Georgia is most vitally inter- 
ested. The court estates that in the event 
the security levied upon is not sufficient 
to satisfy this judgment, it reserves for 
future consideration and decision the 
matter of judgment as to the sum over 
and above the amount realized by the 
saie of the security. As much as to say 
it rests within the jurisdiction of the 
court to declare whether or not a sov- 
ereign state shall be compelled to pay 
a judgement hich it has for its own 
reasons, repudiated, even ‘though there 
be in existence ‘no security for it.

bonds to test the question through a do- 
nation of a smal] part of them to an- 
other state, hoping, unquestionably, in 
the event judgment was rendered for the 
full amount, to be able to compromise 
the remainder of the claim, on the theory 
that North Carolina would prefer com- 
promise to the payment of the full 
claim which might be énforced should al] 
the bonds be given to some state that had 
no interest in the matter except to collect 
the money. In spite of the fact that the 
Georgia fraudulent bond issue stands on 
an entirely different footing, it would 
seem that their holders contemplate just 
such a movement ag this. The New 
York banker who wrote to Attorney Gen- 
eral John C. Hart, asked .whether there 
was any hope of Georgia’s compromising 
these ponds, stating that he preferred 
first to hear from the State officials be- 
fore adopting other measures to enforce 
their collection. Would it not seem from 
this that the state is facing what will 
probably be a difficult legal battle? 
No Security in Existence. 

In the. case of Georgia, the repudiated 
bonds are similar to those of North Caro- 
lina only in so far as they wer€ in- 
dorsed by the state to aid in the build- 
ing of a railroad, the Brunswic kand Al- 
bany. The proceeds of these bonds were 
rever used for that purpose, the railroad 
Was never constructed with the money 
realized on their sale, consequently the 
security for them is not in existence and 
never was. It was for this and other: 
reasons involving evident fraud that these 
bonds were repudiated by the legislative 
act of 1872, and subsequently by consti- 
tutional provision. 

But suppose after the sale of the North 
Carolina security, and its failure to real- 
ize a sufficient amopnt to pay the judg- 
ment in favor of South Dakota, the su- 
preme court of the United States should 
cecide that North Carolina must pay the 
remainder of the judgment from the 
funds in its treasury? Would not that 
court have just ag much right to say that 
Georgia must pay her repudiated bonds 
from her treasury, and In the event of 
failure to do so, to ordér seized and 
sold the Western and Atlantic railroad 
to make good the claim? 

It is apparent from the majority de- 
cision of that court that a loop hole has 
been left through which such a decision 

made possible; 

The decision of the court agains: North 
Carolina was by a narrow marin, four 
to five. Five of the justices held that 
not only did that court have jnrisdic- 
‘tion of land claims by one. state against 
another, but that under the constitu- 
tional provision giving one state the right 
to sue another in the United States su- 
preme court, that court could enforce 
delivery by one state to an- 


is 


; other of personal property to which any 


valid claim might be set up.. The four 
dissenting justices based their adverse 
opinion also upon constitutional grounds, 
holding that the suit by South Dakota 
was, in effect, merely the suit of an in- 
dividual against a sovereign state, or, 
in other words, the transfer. of a part 
of the issue of these bonds by an indi- 
vidual to a state for the purposes of a 
suit was, to put it profanely, merely 
“beating the devil around a stump.” In 
view of the evident purpose of the hold-

Would Force be Used. | 
_But -swppose—and now  cOmes the | 
graver feature of the question—suppose 


that the treasurer of North Carolina 
should refuse to deliver the security, 
the railroad stock, which is deposited 
in the treasury vault of that state, upon 
the demand of the marshal! of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court? Would the 
marshal then sell upon the steps of the 
United States capitol at Washington 
merely an empty claim which would 
still have to be fought, or would the 
United States use the force of its army 
and navy to compel the recalcitrant 
state to disgorge the security?

What if the United States supreme 
cOurt shOuld give a- decree «gainst 
Georgia on the fraudulent Brunswick 
and Albany bonds, and should order, 
in the event of failure to pay, that the 
state road be levied upon and sold? 
Would not. Georgia, knOwing that the 
claim was fraudulent, illegal and?’ invalid, 
protest with, all her power against sucb 
seizure of her property? 

All these and many other questions, 
questions extending to the very rovt of 
governmental authority itself, questions 
involving state sovereignty in its most 
essential form, are presented in this 
this initial step in the Dakota-Caroling 
dectsion, which is the reason for its 
being declared by high authority “the 
most important and far-reaching queés- 
tion that has cOme before that court 
since the days of secession.”

Exposition Company, and actively con- 
nected with its organization and develop- 
ment, and who wus responsible for the 
holding of many fairs and expositions in 
Atlanta, yesterday gave a brief history 
of the exposition grounds, which it is 
now proposed that the city of Atlanta se- 
cure for a public park. 

“I have beén looking over the list of 
organizers and original subscribers to the 
Piedmont Exposition Company,” said Cap- 
tain Wylie, “and it makes me sad to 
think how many of them have passed 
ovér to the great majority. I was in the 
council chamber in the city hall when 
Henry Grady bought this tract of land 
from Doc Walker and inaugurated his 
celebrated !00 days’ campaign of con- 
verting the Walker cotton field into a 
completed éxposition, finished race track 
and opened the gates to 100,000 people 
with President Cleveland in attendance, 
This was back in 1887. . 

“We have ha@ @ great many splendid 
fairs and one exposition of international 
imporianee since them, and I firmly be- 
leve that together with the old Cotton 
exposition, held in 1881, these fairs and 
expositions have dgne mor: than any 
other one thing to make th present sky- 
scrapers and magnificent development 
that is going on possible to Atlanta. 

“Henry Grady deserves more credit 
than anybody else for building up, crys- 
talizing and continuing what is known as 


the Atlanta spirit, but I cannot believe’ 


that the present generation now in 
charge and who are building upon the 
foundations that the fcrmer generation 
laid for Atiania, are going to take any 
backward step, or allow the great expen- 
diture of time, money and brains that 
have been put upon these grounds to go 
to waste. 

“The chief value of these grounds lies 
in theit adaptability for public uses.

AUPANG TSE, Manchuria,

30,000 Russians, who were strongly 
fortified. 


It is rumored this morning that

WASHINGTON OFFICIALS 

HEAR OF JAPXNESE VICTORY 

Washington, April 30.—Reports 
have reached the state department, 
the source of which the officials do 
not care to divulge, to the effect that 
a great battle has been fought on 
the Yalu river resulting in a com- 
plete Japanese victory. Details are 
unobtainable. 

The state department’s advices 
place the scene of the Japanese cross- 
ing of the Yalu at Chintien Cheng, 
a town on the Manchurian side of 
the river, which, it is reported, was 
finally captured by the Japanese. 

The date of the battle is stated to 


dave been last Tuesday, and the de- 
lay in receiving the news is ascribed 


to the absence of telegraph facilities 
in this remote quarter of Manchuria. 

The Japanese legation here has no 
news confirming these reports, but 
the matter has aroused intense inter- 
est in official circles. 

Reports which have from time to 
time reached the Washington gov- 
ernment from its agent in the field 
indicate that the two great armies 
would not come in touch before May 
1, and that what has heretofore oc- 
curred was nothing more than mere 
outpost ekirmishes and collisions be- 
tween scouting parties. 

It is believed now, however, that 
the weather conditions in Manchuria 
have improved sufficiently to faf.i- 
tate the movements of troops and ar- 
tillery, and that the two vanguards 
haves consequently come together a 
few days in advance of the expected 
date. 


MAIN JAPANESE ARMY 
NOW IN MANCHURIA 


The Jananese legation up ts the pres- 
ent hag received no confirmation of the 
reported important engagement between 
the Japanese and Russian forces on the 
Yalu river, but the officials think it quite 
probable. 

The.main body of the Japanese army is 
believed to have traversed the moun- 
tain es and crossed the Yalu 100 
miles ip the ‘sea, with the obfect of 
taking the Russian forces near the 
mouth of the rtver in the rear. 

The legation ts of the opinion that the 
Japanese operations at the mouth of the 
Yalu were merely in the nature of a 


feint. 
The_ officials. of the Japanese legation 
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expect news of heavy fighting on the 
Yalu early next week. Their information, 
despite Russian: statements to the con- 
trary, leads them to believe that General 
Kuropatkin intends to vigorously oppose 
the Japanese advance into Manchuria in 
its earliest stages. Thig advance, it is 
believed, is now on the verge of being 
made. 
DANISH MISSIONARIES 
CONFIRM NEWS OF FIGHT 
Shan Hat Kwan, April 30.—Reports of 
a big battle on the Yalu river have beén 


given considerable substantiation here by 
information brought in by four Danish 
missionaries who have just arrived at 
Niuchwaneg. 

When these missionartes left Antung, 
ten days ago, the Ruégsians in that 
vicinity numbered 30,000 men and occu- 
pied strongly fortified positions between 
Antung and the Ai river, which empties 
into the Yalu river about 20 miles north- 
east of Antung.’ There also were small 
Russian forces at Hsu Yin and Feng 
Huan Cheng, where SBas@s had been 
established. 

(These two places are respectively 
about sixty-five and forty-five miles to 
the northwest of Antung.) 

The Russians along the raflroad line, 
according to the missionaries, were 
burning bean cakes, endeavoring with 
some success to prevent the export of 
this product. 


SMALL SKIRMISH REPORTED | 
AT MOUTH OF YALU RIVER 

St. Petersburg, April 30.—The Japanese 
troops are still concentrating in the 
neighborhood of the Yalu river, but noth- 
ing of particular moment has thus far 
been reported. 

The emperor received a telegram from 
General Kuropatkin under today’s date 
as follows:

FUR JAPANESE 


Notrovlyceting Will Ge Used 
Avainst the Russians 


Small Boats Will Carry the Deadly 
Explosive and It Will Be 
Launched Against All the. 
Ships That Bear the 
Flag of the Czar.

Tokio, April 30.—The government is 
buying up and confiscating, respectively, 


every sort of ingredient containing the 
elements of nitric and sulphuric acids, at 
the same time storing on the outlying 
islands great quantities of grease—let 
Skrydloff and his Baltic fleet beware. 

While Japan needs no extra exertion 
to wipe out the Port Arthur and Vladi- 
vostok fleets, she will employ the most 
extraordinary measures to forestall jeop- 
ardizing the fruit of her earller victories 
if Russia should succeed in bringing the 
Baltic fleet to these waters, efther by the 
usua] route or through the Polar seas.

When Destroyer Meets Ironclad. 

The act of destruction which these ves- 
sels are liable to cause is described to 
your corresvondent by. a Jap naval of- 
ficial as follows: 

‘Imagine a pressure, sudden, intense, 
killing, ~ the air practically a solid rock 
and mvuved as if impelled by lightning, 
the ocean leaping to the clouds leaving 
a yawning abyss; a circular Niaga:a dis- 
charging into the sky, followed by a 
report as if the earth had rent, such are 
the initial revelations while waves, ex- 
ceeding in altitude t®@e highest tides, 
churn the. sea as the displaced waters 
seek their_equllibrium. 

As already stated, ome of the greatest 
advantages of the nitroglycerine destroy- 
ers is their cheapness. Captain Oda 
thinks that with $100,000 spent for ves- 
sels and ammunition he can send to the 
bottom of the eea the greatest fleet that 
Russia or ahy other power might dis- 
patch to these shores, while the ex- 
cellent scout service maintained by the 
Japs promftses to make the experiment 
entirely safe as far as vessels of friendly 
nations are concerned.

Battle 
ships will. cease to be built, and the | 
mightiest armorclads and the most tre- 
mendous artillery afloat will be of no 
more use than so much scrap Iron.”

MINES LAID BY JAPANESE 
SENT PETROPAVLOVSK DOWN 
St. Petersburg, May 1.—The following 

telegram from Viceroy Alexieff under 

date of April 30 has been received by 
the czar. 

“The special commission appointed to 
inquire into the cause of the sinking of 
thebattle ship Petropavlovsk has estab- 
lished beyond a doubt the fact that the 
battle ship struck a mine laid by the 
enemy within the radius of the custom- 
ary evolutions of our fleet on the occa- 
sion of its sorties into the outer road- 
stead to meet the enemy. The explo- 
sion of this mine under the bow compart- 
ments and bunkers of the ship resulted, 
according’ to the view of the commission, 
in which I share, in a series of explosions 
through the detonation of the pyroxylin 
and the 12-inch shells in the ship's 
magazine and in the explosion of the 
powder cartridge stores, as well as of the 
cylindrical boilers.

“The story frequently repeateqd about 
rrofessional divers who have been able 
to remain under water for over two min- 
utes is silly,”’ said a doctor. ‘‘No one 
can gemain under water that long without 
drowning, whether he is a trained diver 
or not. At Navarino, where tthe sponge 
divers are reported to be able to re- 
main under water three and four muin- 
vtes, tests were made recently and re- 
sulted in conclusively proving that none 
of them remained down as long as a min- 
-ute and a half. Ninety seconds seers A 
very long time to ‘the watcher on shors, 
and it is about the limit of a diver’s en- 
durance under water. At Ceylon, where 
time tests were alsa made among the 
famous pearl divers, it was ascertained 
that few of them remained below the sur- 
face as long as a minute, and other tests 
made on the Red sea among the Arabs 
proved that a. minute and a quarter was 
the longest ‘th could endure without a 
fresh: breath. 

‘On the coast of England several] years 
ago a diver, a trained diver, one of the 
best @n the coast, renowned for his en- 
durance, went down and was puiled up 
so slowly when he gave the signal that 
he was under water about two minutes 
ard five seconds. He was drawn ont of 
the s.waiter insensible, with blood flewing 
from his nose and ears, and it was only 
after long and arduous work that his 
recovery from the effects of that tw» 
minute stay under water was assured. 
Drowning is a quick death. Even though 
the water is kept out of ‘the lungs, in- 
sensibility will ensue in one minute ani 
ccmplete unconsciousness in two. 
stories of people Who have been in the 
water five minutes being resuscitated are 
generally mistakes or untrue. A man 
could not be in the water five minutes 
without coming to the surface severa! 
times and be restored to life.’’

ONDON, April 20.—When the St. 

Louis sails from Southampton on 

May !4 she will carry an imposing 
delegation of English, Scotch and Irish 
fayors, ex-mayors and chairmen of bor- 
ough councils, and other varieties of city 
fathers, who are going over to see how 
some of the principal American cities 
are gOverned and to pick up points for 
the possible improvement of municipal 
government in Great Britain. . Incident- 
ally,. they are takfng their wives and 
daughters along to see the St. Louts ex- 
position and have a good time generally, 


all at thelr own expense. 

The visit will be the outcome of an in- 
terview Lord Lyveden had last year with 
the mayor of Philadelphia, the commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia and 
the governor of Missouri.

Walking with Broken *Legs. 


(From The London Hospital Gazette.) 
Experiments have recently bee 


made 
at the London hospital with new swrints 
which enable a person with a broken 


leg or thigh to go about his busines ~ 


within a few days of his accident. The 
invention hails from: the continent, where 
it has been in use for some years. The 
principle of the splint is that round the 
seat of the fracture is fastened a harden- 


ed leather case, which fits the leg closely | 
| everywhere, and prevents any movement 


of. the fractured bones. The weight of 
the body is then carried by jointed steel 
rods attached to anéther case fastened 
above or below the knee, according to 
the place of fracture. With this appliance 
the patient f!s enabled to walk before the 
broken bone is joined, and there is none 
of that after trouble with stiff joints 
which comes when a Iimb has been held 
rigidly for weeks. 

The method of applying the splint !s to 
first take a cast In plaster of the broken 
limb, from the plaster casing to make a 
model of the leg, and upon this to bufld 
up, in leather, strengthened with steel 
bands, a case which exactly fits the limb. 
Along each side are clamps strong and 
adjustable steel supports, 
the weight of the body from the leather 

casing to the ground. Around the ankle 
and foot {s placed a steel sole piece and 
anklet, which receives the other end of 
the jointed support. 

Thus a man who has had the misfor- 
tune to break his leg may in a few days 
be out and about his business, since the 
appliance is concealed by his clothing. 
The only indications that anything was 
wrong would be stiffness in walking and 
the necessity of using a stick

Until After the Election. 

In submitting his tabulated statcment, 
Colone] Livingston entered upon a gen- 
eral criticism of the extravagance which 
marked the continuance of the republican 
party in power, and incidentally took the 
republicans to task for What they had 
failed to accomplish at the session just 
closed, inserting in his remarks tnis ed- 
jtorlal wtterance of The Washington 
‘Post:

IN TERRIBLE WRECK 
CALL SENT OUT 


FOR CANAL FUND 


National Depositories Asked 
To Pay Ten Per Cent of 
Holdings. 


Washington, April 30.—The secretary ef 
the treasury has issued a call directing 
nationa] bank depositaries to transfer to 
thé aesistant treasurer at New York city 
on or hefore May !0, 1904, an aggregate 
amount of $12,000,000. 

The call on each bank fs for ten per 
cent of the public deposit of such bank 
as it stood wetore the recent 20 per cent 
call, thus making a total withdrawal of 
30 per cent of public deposits. 

Today’s call, however, exempts all de- 
positaries whose authorized balancee be- 
fore the recent call was less than $100,- 
‘000. It also exempts a few banks hav- 
ing active accounts where their author- 
ized balance is not greater than the con- 
venience of the treasury department In 
transacting public business requires. 
With these exceptions, the call applies to 
all depositaries, permanent and tempo- 
rary. 

In view of the plethora of money in all 
the central reserve cities, it is probable 
that an additional call of the same char- 
acter will be issued, payable about June 
!. This would supply the amount of the 
draft upon the treasury made by the pay- 
ment of the isthmian canal right of way 
and will afford a working balance of $50,- 
000,000, actually in the treasury and sub- 
treasuries as at present.

of New Mexico, called.on the president 
today to urge that before the additional 
federal judge for the territory recently 
provided for by oongress, was appointed, 
he would give consideration to the choice 
of the people of New Mexico.

This is strong confirmation of the state- 
ment Made by Bishop Galloway in his ad- 
dress before the educational conference 
at Birmingham last Tuesday night 
wherein he said that there are very few 
negroes in Missdssippi who would not sell 
their property and leave the state if 
they could get a fair valuation for it. 
There are several notable instances in 
Jackson where well-to-do negroes have 
eold their property with the intention of 
leaVing the state. One negro disposed 
of this holdings a few days since for 
$5,000 and is preparing to move to Okla- 
homa, 

The new Wells vagrancy law, a measure 
whith will undoubtedly have a salutary 
effect among the lawless and loafinng 
elements of the race, is. cordially in- 
dorsed by the better class Of negroes, 
and it has not contributed in any way 
to the deep-seated feeling of unrést 
which is now so visibly manifesting it- 
self. Inquiry at the ticket offices of the 
railroad companies shows that the bulk 
of the movement among negroes, aside 
from their pleasure journeyings on Sat- 
urday and’ Sunday of each week, is to 
points outside of the state. It Is un- 
doubdtedly true that the negroes are 
steadily moving out.

THE CASPIAN SEA. 


One of the Remarkable Physical 
Features of the Globe. 
(From The London Telegraph.) 

One of the most remarkable physical 
featureS of the glow@® %s the deep and 
wide depression fn the hollow of which 
stands the Caspian sea and near to it 
the Sea of Aral. The Caspfan is nearly 
as large as France, and its saurfce ts 84 
feet below the level of the Bick sea: The 
Sea Of Aral is nearly as large as Ireland 
and is very little over the sea level. 
Within recent geological times the vast 
expanse in which these lakes are found 
Was sea. Its floor has been gradually 
raised, and the waters filling the dée 
pressions are all that is left of an an- 
cient Mediterranean. <A strange feature 
of both bodies of water is that although 
‘they receive large sees, especially the 
Caspian, into which.the Volga, the Ural 
river and scores of streams from the Cau- 
casus flow, both. have for many. years 
been getting shalluwer. Evaporation, 
for they have no ontlet, exceeds the in- 
ably, the Bea of Aral and its neighbet, 
flow. But, for some climatic reason prob- 
Lake Balkhash, have since 189! been in- 
creasing in depth. Whereas the Cas- 
pian. like the Dead sea, is very salt. ow- 
ing to the rate of evaporation. Aral ang 
(Balkhash are prackish only These reta- 
nants of what was once a great sea open- 
ing into the ocean, as the Mediterranean 
does now, still contain marine fish and 
seals. Some of the latter survive in the 
Aral and Baikal lakes, having gradually 
become fitted for their habitat, though 
it is no longer salt. but merély brackish. 
and, in the case of Baikal, actualy fresh 
water.

This al- 
lows about $83,000 for the tangible prop- 
erty of the steam-heating plant.

Comptroller General Wright received

Northern, a south Georgia railroad, which 
this year reduces its franchise from 
$75,000 to $50,000, and its physical prop- 
erty from $183,090 to $167,985.

Similar action was taken in the case 
of the Macon Gas and Water Company, 
which reduced its franchise this*year to 
$5,000, whereas it was returned at $70,-

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FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTER — 
TELLS STORY OF HIS LIFE 


Paris, April 20.—(Special. Correspond- 
ence.)\—Frog eyes, the ears of a bat, 
the vaulteq forehead of a hydrocepha- 
lus, a small, retrousse nose wide open 
at the bottom, the goatee of a sea lion 
—the whole about as high as three Swiss 
cheesses placed on top of each other— 
no, that is not the Korean dragon es- 
caped from the .burning Seoul palace, 
but his excellency, M.-. Deleasse, French 
minister of foreign affairs. 

Man of Humor. 

He laughed heartily as he pointed to 
the above description oof himself in 
Rochefort’s paper preparatory to tell- 
ing me the story of his Ife. 

The man. who brought about the An- 
glo-Franco entente cordiale, the most im- 
portant diplomatic ‘feat of the twen- 
tieth century, was 52 years old on 
March Il. Pamiers, Ariege, was his 
birthplace—‘‘all great men see the light 
in rural surroundings.” 

“Throughout my career,’’ he contin- 
ved, “I was never conspicuous for lack 
of originality. While j}everybody who 
wants to be anybody studies law, I set 
my can for belles lettres, and, of course, 
dropped—no offense, I hope—into jour- 


nalism. 


Wrote Himself Into Office. 

“? was critically inclined and my fel- 
low citizens down in Ariege thought that 
the essence of the art. So they elect- 
ed me to the council general ere I had 
spilled many gallons of ink. Office 
holding did not go to my heart; I kept 
on writing and in 1889 wrote myself 
into the chamber of deputies—first step 
to greatness.”

But throughout his career 
was attended by good luck. He emerged 
from the African adventure as full 
fledged minister of colonial affairs and 
his constituents were so proud of .im 
that by their suffrage he became a per- 
manence in, the chamber of deputies. 
Only the fall of the Dupuy ministry sent 
him back to private life for a time. 


Attacked Foreign Office. 


As ex-minister of the colonies, it 
would have been manifestly improper 
for Delcasse to criticise the department 
he left under pressure, and henceforth 
the foreign office came in for the bulk 
of the journalistic abuse dispensed’ by 
him. Now witness how history, politi- 
cal and otherwise, repeats itself. When 
in the midst of the Dreyfus troubles 
the Brisson cabinet sprung into exist- 
enee, little Delcasse was offered  ..u@ 
foreign portfolio, at that time headed by 
Hanotaux, the worst nonentity that ever 
posed in Quai d'Orsay. 

Since the summer of 1898 M. Delcasse 
has had no occasion té return with the 
flesh pots of journalism; other French 
ministers come. and go, but he of the 
extenrior sticks. “I am a poor man.” 
he said fo your correspondent, ‘‘and as 
you put it In the states, ‘need the 
money.’ ” 

There is a mistaken idea abroad that 
Delcasse concluded the French-Russian 
alliance, but he told your correspondent 
that he found “that state paper among 
others in a safe place’’ when he assumed 
office. However, that the said alliance 
has not been dissolved time and again, 
that is Delcasse’s merit or demerit. 
As “perennial minister’’ Delcasse had 
occasion to hold* speech successively | 
with most of the important monarchs 
of the day. Twice the czar called upon 
him; he it was who persuaded Victor 
Emmanuel to come to Paris, and last 
year Edward, after visiting him a num- 
ber.of times as prince of Wales, clinked 
glasses with him in right royal fashion. 
Not a bad record for a little Pamiers’ 
peasant’s boy and a né@éwspaper man at 
that.

T is creditable to human nature that 

there is almost universally an inclina- 

tion to praise the dead. When a death 
occurs and during the early days there- 
after, there is often a pardonable exces- 
sive admiration which springs from a gen- 
erous tmpuilse, and which, after a while, 
gives way to the just and final estimate 
of character that comes with time.

For Many years he was 
connected with the Atlanta national bank, 
from one Of the humblest positions in 
the bank he worked his way upward, 
step by step, until the became the presi- 
@ent. During all those years there never 
waa but one estimate of the man by his 
associates in fhe bank, by his acquaint- 
ances or by the general public, which 
Was that he was a capable officer, a kind- 
hearted genfieman and an honest, fair- 
minded man. All this’ was well Known 
and if I saw no more than that in him Jj 
should have remained silent, 

Qn one occasion, when conducting im- 
portant litigation in which he was ad- 
versely interested, 1 had opportunity of 
probing hig real character. Thedlaw suit

When I recall the fluminated Man as 
he there appeared te me, the vision be 
comes one ef the most pleasing memo- 
Ties of my life. I then had indubitable 
preof that self-interest doeg not always 
causs poor, weak humanity to fall by 
the wayside... The impression he then 
made on m s confirmed en more than 
one oecasién by hig conduct in after 
years. It wag surely true that the ruling 
principlé, Te groynd motion of action, 
in his life was honesty in all things, at 
all ‘times, under all circumstances. By 
steadily practicing that lime of conduct 
throughout fhe years he at last reached 
a height dm ¢haracter-foriing when he 
was absolutely safe, for even the sug- 
Zestion of wrongdoing was left far de- 
hind him. What Paul Romare did, others 
may do. Let all men take courage. In 
what he did, ‘there Hes_safety; in all else 
there is peril. ; 

What I write of Mr. Romare will never 
reach him, but if word of mine should 
chance to enter the life of some earnest 
character-vuil@er, anti, in the east, 
should lend encouragement to him, then 
my purpose ‘will have been accomplished.

Of course, many of 
these wild-eyed cotton boomers have 
over-cropped themselves and will not 
be able to make anything like a full 
crop, owing to their inability to give 
the growing crop proper attention. 
But the tendency, thus exhibited, is 
menacing, and, to say the least, a 
reckless gamble with fate. It is su- 
perfluous to add that it is against The 
Constitution’s warning and advice, and 
against common sense and common 
caution. It looks very much like 
“sowing to the wind.” 

Still, it will astonish us if 12,000,000 
bales of cotton are grown in the 
United States this season. It is one 
thing to plant cotton and another 
thing to harvest it. In our opinion it 
would be scarcely léss injurious to the 
south to raise a million bales less than 
the consumptive demand than a mil- 
lion bales more, and we shall”be glad 
indeed if this seasén’s cotton crop ap- 
proximates the demand. It does seem 
that with a leeway of about 2,000,000 
eales—the difference between last 
year’s yield and the estimated demand 
for this year—there could be little pos- 
sibility of more than meeting the de- 


mand. Safety lies in approximating it, 


and this is what The Constitution be- 
lieves is going to be done this season, 
and in the future. We look for a 


gteady and safe increase in both pro- 


duction and consumptive demand from 
now on, each keeping abreast of the 
other. The prediction of a 20,000,000 
bale crop in the south within the next 
few years leaves out of {ts calculation 
the agricultural labor market—but a 
few years may see the south trans- 
formed by immigration. The belief of 
the agricultural department that every 
ounce of these 20,000,000 American 
bales will be worked up by American 
spindles and looms is most reassur- 
ing, anyhow, as is this declaration 
from the same source, made in our 
cotton symposium this morning: 

It is also clear, it is said, that the 
American crop will be gpun in southern 
mills. The increasing cost of coal is 
making water power more and more 
sought after, and that of the south is 
the only water power that can be relied 
on to work twelve months a year. The 
Cepartment experts say that the advan- 
tage of having a cotton mili in the middle 
of a cotton field is just as apparent as 
having a tomato canning factory in the

Among them is the eld bat- 
tle flag of the Forty-second Georgia regi- 
ment of infantry, which I, and many 
others, sOme of whom are present today, 
followed until it went down in defeat, 
but not in disgrace, and under whose 
folds many fell, sacrificing their lives 
for homes and c®Ountry. Company E, 
commanded by Captain T. J. Mercer, 
was the color company, and had imme- 
diate charge of the flag. The first 
colorbearer was T. D. Goodson, who died 
at Beans Station: the next John Ingram, 
who died at Vicksburg; the third 8S. K. 
Huff, whe was killed while heroically 
bearing it in the bloody charge of the 
regiment at Resaca. When Huff fell T. 
J. Boyd seized and brought the flag 
out and carried it until delivered to the 
last colorbearer, W. . Edwards, in 
this city, who bore it till the sad end, wtog 
is present here today, and still wear- 
ing it next to hig heart. Will you 
pardon me for saying that, Raving shed 
my own blood under its folds. upon thé 
goil of my native state .of Georgia, 
there is nothing In this life that could 
have honored me more than to have 
been chosen by the Atlanta chapter of 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy to pay tribute to Our old Aag.

I‘’greet it; but it is silent Oh, 
that it could unfold to you the patrot- 
ism, heroism, sacritices of precious blood 
and lives of its followers in the twen- 
ty-two batties in which they were en- 
gaged-Tazewell, Cumberiand Gap, Chick- 
asaw b&ou, Bakers Creek, Vicksburg, 
Missionary Ridge, Hocky Face, Hesaca, 
New Hope, Pumpkin Vine, Kennesaw, 
Atianta July 20, 22 and 28, 1864; Jones- 
boro, Franklin, Nashville, Edisto Riv- 
er, Binakers Bridge, Orangeburg, Win- 
ston and the, last battle at Benton- 
ville. Of the scenes under and about 
it when for forty-seven days and nights 
it was planté@ on the battlements at 
Vicksburg and was guocessGiilly defend- 
ed against furious assaults by poorly 
armed, exhausteg and half starved mel, 
or of the deathly charge at Resaca, in 
our own state, where the gailant Huff, 
a splendid specimen of. young sOuthern 
manhood, fell in death while bearing it 
to the front, or-in the brilliant charge on 
July 22, within the Limits of this city, 
when a federal battery was captured by 
the Forty-second Georgia. Upon ft there 
is no dishonor. On its folds there is 
ne stain except that made by the lIife 
blood of its bearer. I have among my 
relics a small piece of it which 1 prize 
more highly than I would the brightest 
jewels of a regal crewn. No tribute 
so heautiful and truthful has ever, tn 
prose or poetry, been paid to the confed- 
erate flag as that by Father Ryan, the 
poet priest ef the south, in his cele- 
brated poem, “The Conquered Banner,” 
a part of which I quete: 


“Furl that banner! True ’tis gory, 
Yet ‘tis wreathed around with glory, 
And ‘twill live in Song and story, 
Though fits folds are in the dusts 
For its fame on brightest pages, 
Penned by peets and by sages. 

Shall go sounding down the ages? 


“In conclusion, I would say to the men 
of the old Forty-second regiment that 
when our earthly ends shall have come 
Tl wish that our bedies might be gathered 
in some Pdeautiful place in our eunny 
flowery south land, and that our oid 
confederate flag might be placed thereon 
and wave over them until that day when 
aoa and the sea shall give up their 

ad.*’

houn received the following note regard- 
ing his address from Colonel] lL.

“Atlanta, Ga., April 28, 1904.—Colonel 
W. L. Calhoun—Dear Sir: I Ustened to 
vyeur short but interesting address on 
Memoria] day, giving that large audi- 
enee of ladies and old soldiers who had 
assembled at the capitol a history of the 
old flag of the gallant Forty-second Geor- 
gia regiment.

GREAT OVATION GIVEN 


TO PRESIDENT FRANCIS 


Ypeeches of President Francis and 
Secretary of War Taft Features 


of Day—Roosevelt Touched 
Key Which Set Wheels 
in Motion. 


St. Louis, April 30.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt touched an electric but- 
ton in Washington at 1:04 o'clock this 
afternoon. As he did so the report of 
& cannon was heard here by the expect- 
ant multitude, flags unfurled as if by 
magic, an avalanche of water poured 
fown the cascades, the great engines in 
the machinery palace and power houses 
started throbbing—and the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition was open to the world. 

The opening ceremonies were so simple 
and so plain that they were in perfect 


harmony with the methods of President. 


Francis and his efficient aids, but they 
were at the same time very impressive, 
and made a fitting prelude to one of the 
most memorable events in American his- 
tory. The dedication ceremonies, a year 
ago, were attended by a military pageant 
that was significant of the nation’s prog- 
es, and after the baptism of arms 
comes the sweet presence of art and 
science, and the formal opening today 
Was marked by the absence of soldiery 
in uniform, ; 
The place of rendezvous was the great 
plaza to the north of the Grand Basin 
and-in the shadow of the imposing Lduis- 
lana Purchase monument. At 9 oiglock 
the board of directors of the fair; the 
members of the national commission, the 
board of lady managers and other offi- 
clais met in the administration bullding, 
where there was an interesting little cer- 
emony as a prelude to the more impor- 
tant events of the day. This consisted 
of the presentation to President Francis 
of a gavel with which to call to order the 
assemblage of notables. The gavel was 


made of many pieces of wood taken from: 


various trees grown in the Forest park 
portion of the exposition grounds. 
Presigent Francis and his party were 
escorted from the administration build- 
ing to the scene of the day's ceremonies, 
where they were joined by the foreign 
co who had assembled 
earlier at the British pavilion; and the 
governors of states and state comimis- 
siong and committees who had rounded 
up at the United States government 
building. Secretary Taft, as the repre- 
sentative of President Roos®velt, was 
escorted to the grounds by a military 
gvaerd, and proper escorts were furnished 
also to the members of congress and 
other specially invited guests. 
Exercises Began Promptly. 
Promptly at half-past !0 the exercises 
of the day began. There was little form- 
ality, hardly any display to attract the 
seekers of the picturesque, and still the 
programme was carried out amid sur- 


- roundings and in a manner in all ways 


appropriate. The ceremonies were opened 
with an invocation by the Rev. Frank VW. 
Gunsaulus, of Chicago. The invocation 
Was followed by the rendering of ‘‘Amer- 
iea”’ by the bands, and an address by 
the Hon. D. R. Francis, president of the 
exposition. President Francis was given 
a great ovation. 

William H. Thompson, chairman of 
the’ committee on grounds and buildings, 
stepped to the front of the speaker's 
stand and introduced Isaac L. Taylor, 
director of works. An ovation’ was ten- 
dered to Mr. Taylor, who had managed 
a great part of the huge task by pre- 
paring the exposition and had done many 
things that only a great man of re- 
markable versatility can perform. He 
said that he had worked many months 
on his speech, and that in delivering it 
he would deliver the keys of the build- 


‘§ngs to President Francis, which he did. 


The transfer of the exhibit palaces to 
F. J. V. Skiff, director of exhibits, was 
then made. Mr. Skiff delivered a brief 
addrees and was accorded a rousing re- 
ception that testified the peopie’s arpre- 
elation for hig invaluable work in mak- 
ing the exposition a success. 
Addresses followed by Thomas 
Carter, president of the national co 
mission; EB. H. Harriman, speaking on 
behalf of domestic exhibitors, and by 
representatives of the congressiona] and 
cther committees that have had much 
to do with the affairs of the enterprise. 
As Secretary Taft stepped forward to 
deliver the oration of the day the vol- 
ume of applause shook the very firma- 
ment, and it was at once seen that the 
-nultitude regarded the secretary of war 
as the central figute of the day’s. exer- 
cises. Secretary Taft's address was 
trief and very characteristic of the man, 
who is known to be as modest as he is 


able. 
When these formalities were concluded 


there came a scene that was notable for 


its intense impressiveness President 
Francis stepped to the front of the stand 
and faced the expectant multitude. It was 
a few minutes past the noon hour, and 
these words came from the clearest cf

The band played, every one shook 
hands with his neighbor with the notable 
present, and fairly mobbed President 
Francis and the other officials and direc- 
tors who had made the scene possibile. 
Those who lingered about the speakers’ 
stand heard read the telegrams of con- 
‘gratulation exchanged between President 
; Roosevelt and President Francis. The 
majority of the multitude, however, were 
up and gone, eager to see what the great 
exposition looked like now that it was 
really an accomplished fact.

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Great Structure 525 Feet by 1,000, in Which Will Be Seen Machinery From All Civilized Countries. 
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St. Louis, Mo., April 30.—The Louisi- 
ana Purchase exposition, comprising a 
comprehensive collection and exhibition 
of the world's peoples, products, indus- 
tries, modes of living, diversions, trans- 
portation facilities, in fact, a complete 
universal concentration of arts, manu- 
factures and products of the soil, mine, 
forest and sea, had its inception in 1898 
and was completed in April, 1904. The 
exposition commemorates the centen- 
nial of the purchase from France, in 
1803, by fhe United States, of the vast 
strip of territory stretching from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Dominion of Can- 
ada, and extending from the Mississip- 
pi river to the crest of the Rocky moun- 
tain ran@®, and since known as “the 
Louisiana, purchase territory.” 

The akties Mississippi valley orlginal- 
ly belonged to France by right of @is- 
covery and colonization. In 1763 Spain 
acquired the Louisiana territory after 
the treaty of peace at Paris. when 
France, which had cedefl Qouisiana to 
Spain under the secret treaty of 1762, 
gave up all her oftWer possessions in 
North America to Great Britain, Spain 
held the territory for 37 years. return- 
ing it to France on the demand of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, through the Pecret 
treaty of St. Ildefenso, October 1, 1800. 
Napoleon was then (first consul of 
France. The United States, by the rev- 
olutionary war, had won_ sovereignty 
over the territory between the Atlantic 
ocean and the Mussissippi river. Span- 
ish officials were still in authoritv at 
New Orleans, although the Louisiana 
territory had been returned to France. 
The hostile attitude of the Spaniards to- 
wards Americans navigating t%2 Missis- 
Sippi resulted ia agitation which led 
President Thomas Jefferson to under- 
take the purchase of the city and island 
of New Orleans, in order to control the 
mouth of the Mississippi. Robert R. 
Livingston, United States minister to 
France, and James Monroe, afterward 
president of the United States, were ac- 
cordingly commissioned to conduct the 
negotiations for this transfer. Instead 
of the sale of the island of New Or-. 
leans alone, Napoleon proposed the sale 
of the entire Louisiana _ territory for 
$15,000,000 in order to"secure funds for 
the equipment of his armies. 

The representatives of the  Tinited 
States at once accepted the offer and 
the treaty was signed at Paris, April 30, 
1803. The formal transfer of the terri- 
tory took placg at New Orleans, Decem- 
ber 20, 1803, and for uprer Louisiana, 
at St. Louis on March 10, 1804.

Arkan- 
sas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Indian Territory, 
Kansas, Colorado. Nebraska, Towa. Min- 
nesota, North Dakota. South Dakota. 
Wyoming and Montana. 


Editorial Started Movement. 

In the fore part of 1898 an editorial 
was published in a St. Louis paper to the 
effect that the centennials of the creat 
events in the history of the T'nited 
States were not all over and predicting 
that the greatest was vet to be had— 
the centennial of the acquis'tion of the 
Louisiana territory. This editorial was 
taken up {fn the press and commented 
upon, resulting In organized agitation bv 
the Missouri! Historical Society. The 
clamor for a commemorative centennial 
beeameé so genera] that, in resnonse to 
strong public sentiment, Governor Ste- 
vens, of Missouri. Issued a call for a 
convention of delegates representing the 
states and territories embraced tn the 
Louisiana purchase territory, to be held 
In St. Louis on January 10, 1899. The 
convention was attended by 93 dele- 


gates appointed by the respective gov- } 


and it was unanimously voted 
international in 


ernors, 
to hold an exposition, 
its scope, in St. Louls. The convention 
exteded an invitation to the United 
States goverment to assist in the enter- 
prise, and appointed an executive com- 
mittee with Hon. David R. Francis as 
chairman, and also a committee of 50 
representative citizens of St. Louls, to 
-cooperate in the matter. Plans were de- 
vised for raising money to build the ex- 
position buildings and defray the gen- 
eral expenses, and it was fixed that 
$15,000,000, the amount paid for the 
territory, should be raised, one-third by 
private subscription, one-third to be 
paid by the city, and one-third to’ be 
asked from the United States govern- 
ment. 

The committee increased in member- 
ship to 200 and work immediately be- 
gan. Congre#s passed a bill June 4, 
1900, promising government support ard 
$5,000,000 appropriation if the citizens 
of St. Louis raised $10,000,000. On 
January {2, 1901, .« was announced that 
the St. Louis popular subscription list, 
by the sale of stock, reached $5,000,000 
and on January 30, !90!, an ordinance 
was passed by the municipal assembly 
authorizing the issuance of city bonds 
to the amount of $5,000,000, The bead 
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appropriating $5,000,000 was passed by 
the house of representatives on Febru- 
ary 9 and by the United States senate 
on March 3, and the sum of $15,000,- 
000 was assured. President McKinley 
immediately. signed the bill and on 
March 12, 1901, appointed the national 
c@émmission of nine members. It was 
then decided to open the exposition on 
April 30, 1903. 

Officers were elected, the company 
was incorporated and the site for the 
exposition was chosen in Forest park, 
a vast natural park in the southwest- 
ern border of St. Louis. Trees were 
felled, some hills were teveled, the 
course of River Des Peres, which ran 
through the park, was in part changed 
and a mammoth enterprise was under 
way by the time that, on August 20, 
1901, President McKinley issued a 
proclamation addressed to all the na- 
tions of the world and extending them 
an invitation to participate in the 
world’s fair. Acceptances received indi- 
cated the official participation of near- 
ly all the civilized governments of the 
world. 

The site was made ready, embracing 
1,240 acres of ground, practically an 
area 2 miles long and,! mile wide, re- 
quiring 6 miles of fence to _ inclose 
it. The World’s Columbian exposition 
at Chicago embraced 633 acres, the 
Paris exposition in 1900 occupied 336 
acres, the Pan-American at Buffalo 300 
acres, the Centennial at Philadelphia 236 
acres, and the Trans-Mississippi at Oma- 
ha {50 acres. The Chicago exposition 
buildings covered a total of 200 aeTfes, 
while over 250 acres are covered with 
buildings at the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position.

have under roof 128 acres. Those: -at 
Chicago covered 82 acres, at Buffalo 15 
acres and at Omaha 9 acres. : 

As the time passed and the exposi- 
tion increased in magnitude the; enthu- 
siasm of the project correspondingly in- 
creased. - Additional appropriations for 
the erection’ of buildings and . exhibits 
were made by the United States govern- 
ment; Missouri alone ,appropriated 31,- 
000,000; foreign nations {increased their 
original appropriations and asked for 
larger allotments of. space for their ex-— 
hibits, and the exposition was practi- 
cally replanned on the most lHberal ba- 
sis. It finally became apparent that the 
immensity of the enterprise would pre- 
clude its completement and formal open- 
ing to the world on the date, originally 
appointed, April 30, 1903, and the .time 
was extended one year and officially an- 
nounced. 


Half Completed a Year Ago. 

On April 30, 1903, twenty months af- 
ter the first stake for the location of 
the exposition buildings had beén driven 
on September 3, 1901, the exposition 
stood over half completed, and on that 
day was Officially dedicated to its me- 
morial purpose by the president of the 
Uniteq $tates, Theodore Roosevelt, and 
other national dignitaries, and officials 
of the exposition company. Some of the 
smaller buildings had been erected, most 
of the large exhibit. palaces had been 
completed, although machinery hal! 
and the transportation building, two of 
the largest on the grounds, had just 
been commenced, and Mexico had the 
only completed national pavilion on the 
grounds,

At 1:07 a fanfare of trumpets an- 

mounced the approach of President Roose- 
As he entered the east room with 
(Mrs. Rogsevelt on his arm, the marine 
wand played the inspiring strains of ‘‘Hal] 
‘to the Chief.’’ The president faced the 
_ throng of distingufshed people, standing 
Smmediately to the left of ‘the stand bear- 
ne the historical gold key. The assem- 
| bled guests arranged themSelves in a 
emicircle across the room, facing the 
president. As the striins of music died 
away, a hush feil over the assembluge. 
Then the president delivered the follow- 
ting address: 
Statement by President. 

“T have received from the exposition 
grounds the statement that the manage- 
ment of the Louisiana Purchase expo- 
aition awaits the pressing of the button 
‘which is to transmit electric energy which 
ia to unfurl the flags and start the ma- 
chinery of the exposition. 

“J wish now to greet all present, and 
especially the representatives of the for- 

eign nations here represented in the 
name of the American people, and to 
thank these representatives for the parts 
their countries: have taken in being rep- 


resented in this centennia] anniversary of 
the greatest step in the movement which 
transformed the American republic from 
a small confederacy of states lying along 
the Atlantic seaboard to a continental 
nation, 

“This exposition is one primarily in- 

tended to show the progress in the indus- 
try, the science and the art, not only of 
the American nation, but of all other na- 
tions, in the great and wonderful certi- 
tury which has just closed. Every de- 
partment of human activity will be rep- 
resented there, and perhaps I may be al- 
lowed, as honorary president of the Ath- 
letic Association, which, under union 
management started to revive the Olym- 
pic games, to say that I am glad that in 
addition to the proper heed to the prog- 
ress of industry, of science, of art, we 
have also paid proper heed to the depart- 
ment of the athletic pastimes which are 
in themselves useful in showing that !t is 
wise for nations to be able to relax as 
well as to work. 
‘“T greet you all. I appreciate your 
having come here on this occasion and in 
the presence of you, representing the 
American government and tle govern- 
ments of the foreign nations, I here open 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition.”’ 

As the last words fell from his lips the 
president stepped to the table and closed 
the key. The-exact time was 1:14% p. 
m. A second later the first gun of the 
national salute boomed out over the’ mon- 
ument grounds. 


Spontaneously the spectators broke into | 
kearty applause, and congratulations fol- 


lowed. 


Roosevelt Sends Message. 

By direction of the president, the fol- 
lowing telegram was sent to President 
Francis:

President Grover Cleveland also par- 
ticipated, marking an unique epoch in 


the history of the United States when: 


@ president and a former president of 
the ‘United States assisted in ceremo- 
nies commemorative of a national event. 

In the year’s additional time granted 
every effort was made to hurry the 
work. of completion of the exposition, 
and to collect and rush forward the ex- 
hibits to be installed from the four quar- 
ters of the earth, In the exposition 
grounds the force of $8,000 workmen was 
constantly augmented unfil 20,000. were 
daily engaged in rushing the work to a 
finished termination. 

At the opening, excepting tn a few 
minor details, the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition stands practically completed 
at a cost of almost $50,000,000. 

The United States government’s total 
appropriation amounts to $7,063,000, and 
in addition the government recently 
loaned to the exposition company $4,- 
600,000, making a grand total of $!1l,- 
663,000 secured from the national gov- 
ernment. The state, municipal and 
other appropriations of this country 
made a total of almost $7,000,000, and 
to this is added the $10,000,000 from St. 
Louis and her citizens. The balance 
of the total cost of the exposition was 
expended by the other nations of the 
world. 

No previous exposition has had a more 
beautiful site. The Chicago exposition 
had Lake Michigan stretching into the 
distance as a background, but the St. 
Louis .exposition {s bordered by verdant 
hills. and charming vistas. formed by 
Shallow valleys; involving landscape 
features embraced by no previous ex- 
position, and surrounding the main pic- 
tures as a vast, natural amphitheater. 

The architecture of this universal ex- 
position is majestic {n the great ivory 
white exhibit palaces. historical in the 
foreign and state buildings, and univer- 
sally cosmopolitan and unique {in con- 
cession structures. 


Ten Great Palaces. 

The main picture comprises ten great 
palaces, arranged in fan-shape !n their 
location. Surmounting a hill, and 200 
feet from the top of the building to the 
level of the exposition grounds below, 
standp Festival Hall, overlooking the 
Cascade Gardens. These three cascades 
are'the largest waterfalls ever construct- 
ed, and 90,000 gallons of water a min- 
ute pour down in three magnificent tor- 
rents, at night being tilluminated by 
electricity. At their bases stretches the 
lagoon which winds its wav through 
the main portion of the exposition pic- 
ture and traversed by gondolas. The 
Cascade Gardens are eemi-circular in 
form, sloping gradually fromeFestival 
Hall to the main level of the grounds. 
Each side of this crescent shaped hill 
is flanked with a wide stairway, and its 
crown, surmounted by Festival Hall, is 
covered by the Colonnade’‘of State. The 
Court of Honor stretches from the main 
entrance to the lagoon, containing monw- 
ments typically commemorative of the 
Louisiana purchase, chief of which is 
100 
feet high, with shaft 17 feet in:»diame- 
ter, 4urmounted by the statue of Nber- 
ty, facing the city of .St. Lovis and 
looking out to the world, a guiding star 
to the sculptural groups symbolita) of 
the twelve states and two territories 
formed in the Louisiana purchase, which 
are located at the other end of the Court 
of Honor, in thp colonnade of states sur- 
mounting the crescent-shaped hill and 
flanking Festival Hall, one of the most 
ornate exposition structures. 

The main portion of the exposition 
grounds is occupied by the ten large 
exhibit palaces, as follows: Liberal 
Arts, Mines and Metallurgy, Manufac- 
tures, Education, Agriculture and Horti- 
culture. In addition to these is the 
group of pernmranent§ stone 
erected for the display of art at a cost 
of $1,014,000, located at the rear of 
the Cascade Gardens behind Festival 
Hall; the Washington University build- 
ings in the western part of the grounds, 
which cost $1,000,000 and are utilized 
by the exposition until its close, when 
they will be turned over to Washing- 
ton university; the Forestry, Fish and 
Game buildings, and the buildings of the 
different governments of the world. 

In the eastern portion of the grounds 
are located all the state buildings, the 
Missouri state building standing on the 
brow of the plateau and overlooking the 
main portion of the grounds below. 

The administration building, in which 
is located the offices of the Officials, 
constituting {it the seat of the exposi- 
tion government, is the main building in 
the Washington University group, and 
is located on the top of a gentle rise of 
ground .overlooking ‘the exposition from 
the west. 

Skirting the northern boundary of the 
exposition for a mile is the street of 
concessions, lined on both sides by build- 
ings containing ‘various attractions, 
erected at a total cost of $5,000,000 by 
concessioners. This street has been of- 
ficlally termed ‘“‘The Pike,’’ and gcorre- 
sponds to the midway of the Columbian 
exposition. 

A striking and beautiful feature of 
the exposition is the floral clock, with 
a dial 100 feet in diameter and hands 
50 feet long, which correctly notes the 
time. Another attractive feature is the 
rose gatden, 6 acres in area and con- 
taining 50,000 rose trees. 


Foreign Nations Represented. 

The following countries have erected 
buildings at the total expenditures not- 
ed: Austria, $24,000; Belgium, $75,000: 
Brazil, $35,000; Canada, $30,000; 
Ceylon, $35,000; China, $50,000; Cuba, 
$20,000; France, $250,000; Germany, 
$250,000; Great Britain, $250,000: India, 
$20,000: Italv. $30.000; Japan, $60,000: 
Mexico, $25,000; Morocco, $20,000; Nic- 
aragua, $20,000; Siam, $25,000; Sweden. 
$20,000; the Netherlands, $10,000. Over 
fifty foreign governments made elaborate 
displays, but only the countries noted 
above have erected pavilions. 

France has erected a replica of the 
grand trianon of Wersailles, a magnifi- 
cent villa erected by Louis XIV for 
Mme. de Maintenon, and one of the fa- 
vorite places of residence of the: first Na- 
poleon. The Versailles gardens are also 
reproduced in all their beauty, 

In the southwestern portion of the 
grounds is located the Philippine village, 
on the banks of a large artificial lake. 
This lake will also serve as a reservoir 
for fire protection of the exposition. 

Opposite the western entrance of the 
Transportation building is a full sized 
model of a United States warship, com- 
plete in all.its appointments. On the 
border of the plateau of states stands 
the reproduction of the home of Thomas 
Jefferson, and in further commemoration 
of President Jeffersen the corps of uni- 
formed exposition guards are known as 
the “Jefferson Guards.”’ 

Thirty-five miles of asphalt, macadam 
and gravel roads traverge the exposi- 
tion grounds, and the intermural double-

Men of Every Race and: De- 
scription in Crowd, 


First Day of Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Brought Out Great 
Throng, Though No Effort 
Was Made To Secure 
Large Crowd. 


St. Louls,- April 30—(Special. )—Along 
the broad avenue and spacious terraces 
of the great Ivory City representatives 
of all nations elbowed one another today. 
Tall and gaunt Patagonians from the 
southernmost region of AMerica walked 
side by side with the Bsquimaux—children 
of the frozen north. Subjects of the mi- 
kado sauntered along the roadway; sooty 
Nubians jostled yellow Mongols, and pic- 
turesque Turks, Moors and Soudanese 
added rich color to the picture. It was a 
veritable congress of nations. Of course, 
all Europe was represen ‘4. Foreigners 
of dignified appearance“and resplendent 
in uniforms covered Mith gold lace were 
encountered at eve turn. There were 
Germans) 4mstrians, Englishmen, Swiss, 
Italians and Spa France, the orig- 
inal possessor-of the great Louisiana ter- 
ritory, was much in evidence, 

Above the heads of the throng floated 
the flags of all nations. The British 
union jack fluttered in the breeze side by 
eide with the sun standard of Japan; the 
tricolor of France was everywhere, and 
the Austrian eagles flew in the air, along 
with those of Germany. The white and 
blue of the Fiji islands, the crescent and 
sun of Arabia, the Hon of Persia, China’s 
yellow dragon pennant, the snake and 
eagle of Mexico, all these were there; 
and floating above them all the standard 
of the great republic, the Stars and 
Stripes, snapped in the breeze, a symbol 
of liberty and asylum to the oppressed 
of the whole world. 

All the arrangements for handling the 
crowd were excellent. The gates wéfre 
at no time choked and the throng passed 
into the grounds with lesa trouble than 
is often experienced at a theater or other 
place of amusement. The crowd Itself 
Wds & good natured one.. Aside from the 
foreigners, who after all formed but a 
mall fraction of:the great throng, the 
bulk of the multiti@e was made up of Bt. 
Louis people.« This was to be expected, 
considering ‘the faet that most of the 
prospective visitors from other states had 
long d4go made their arrangements to 
reach St. Louis after the exposition shall 
be fully under way. St. Louis, however, 
had evidently resolved to take a day off 
in honor of the event, and the attendance 
was ‘highly gratifying. 

Crowds from Neighboring States. 

Neighboring cities and states were not 
by any means umrepresented, however. 
Special trains brought into the city thou- 
sands of sightseers from Iowa, Illinols, 
Kansas, Indiana, Kentucky, Arkansas 
and states even more distant, and these 
visitors helped to swell the throng that 
had gathered from all parts of the Mound 
City and its suburbs.to join in the open- 
ing of the big show. 

All day long the crowds ebbed and flow- 
ed in and about the great white palaces, 
ascended the ridge to get a better view 
of the marvelous panorama or sauntered 
leisurely along the enticing waterways. 
With most people the great difficulty was 
to determine where to commence, and 
once fairly started on the tour of sight- 
seeing there came a feeling of helpless- 
ness and despair of ever accomplishing 
the task Of inspecting the whole exposi- 
tion. Many who set out in the early 
morning boasting that they would cover 
all the buildings before night found them- 
selves at evening still wandering through 
the aisles of the first Duilding they had 
entered. 

The seasoned exposition-goers who had 
Visited Paris and Chicago mapped out 
their plan of campaign like veterans, and 
catalogue in hand set bravely to work on 
some one department with the intention 
of taking all the others up in turn and 
doing each thoroughly.’ There were few 
of these, however, and most of the visit- 
ors regarded fhe first day as merely an 
opening skirmish. There was a sort. of 
grand tour of inspection without pausing 


to examine details, but rather to take in: 4 


the general effect. 

As the finishing touches are put to the 
buildings within the next few days, and

Since its organization,.twenty-one years 
Reo, the club has never failed the city. 
Whether it was the occasion of an ex- 
position, a state fair, a convention or the 
passing through of a great character, the 
club has ever come forward as the hos- 
pitable host and representing the social 
Epirit of the Southland expressed a wel- 
tome through éntértainments of unrivaled — 
beauty and brilliancy—these entertain- 

- ments having given Atlanta that reputa- 
‘ton she has far and wide for hospitality. 
pitality. 


While the entertainments of the club to 
distinguished strangers have given the 
city its national- fame for hospitaHty «at 
home they have afforded to the 
public’ ‘spirited citizenship the op- 
portunity of meeting under most de- 
lightful auspices the celebrities of the 
day, for on the club register there a | 
representation of the country’s greatest 
men, many of whom have passed “be- 
yond the river’ since their names were 
inscribed, while others live on.ggiving 
their brains and energies and td#@nts to 
the life of the republic.

His leadership of the club speaks for 
itself; his annual addresses are master- 
pleces of literary merit, while his elo- 
quence expressed in the toasts he has pro- 
posed from time to time on great occa- 
sions prompts argument with the Eng- 
lish biographer who has declared that 
the “romance of the bowl is gone, that 
the last trace of beauty went with the 
frigid abandonment of the toast.”’’

_ Reports read at the annual meeting in- 
dicated the prosperous condition of ‘the 
club, while there came up for discussion 
and decision many matters pertaining to 
the government of the club. Of these, 
the néw rule whereby residents of the 
city not members of the club wil] here- 
efter be entertained under certain condi- 
tiong was one about which strong con- 
test was anticipated, as there were indi- 
vidual members opposed to such a rule. 

When, however, the question was put 
to the vote, the club voted almost unan- 
imously for the new rule, which reads: 

“‘When a member of the club shall give 
an entertainment to a party of ten or 
more, he ‘may: invite residents of the 
city upon approval of the house commit- 
tee, provided that such resident visitors

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HIGHEST WOODEN RAILROAD TRESTLE 
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Birmingham, Ala., April 29.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The highest wooden 
railroad trestle in the United States has 
recently been cOmpleted by Georgia con- 
tractors and Georgia workmen on the 
Cain creek branch of the Northern Ala- 
bama railway, a few miles northwost of 
Birmingham. The bridge is across a 
small mountain creek, and is 116 feet 
high and 720 feet long. It contains 600,- 
000 feet of timber. 

' The Hne on which this huge trestle 
Was. erected is being built by the Louis- 
Ville and Nashville road. It leaves the 
main branch of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville at Hughes Siding, 7 miles north of 
Birmingham, and runs in a westerly di- 
rection, paralleling the Southern ,rail- 
road line for about !I8 miles. Crossing 
the Southern at Lynn, it runs in a 
southwesterly direction to Little War- 
rior river, near Flat Top penitentiary. 
The branch road is being constructed 
for the benefit of the Pratt Coal and 
Coke Company, who own nearly all the 
land along the NMne and have opened 
twenty-five to thirty coal mines along 
the road. The line penetrates a rug- 
ged, mountainous country which 
abounds in fine coal. Some idea of the 
extent of the deposits may be gathered 
from the amount of money expended in 
opening them up, for it is an undertaking 
beset with unusual difficulties to cOn- 
struct~ a te 2s gy through this section. 
‘The road riuhs near the .top of the 
mountain and} across the mountains and 
practically the entire line is through 
cuts, showing solid rock on either side, 
or overs high trestles. It has been con- 
structed on a level with the main veins 
of coal, so as to facilitate the handling 
of the product.

CRISIS REACHED 


STOCK WARKE 


Railroads Retrench Fearing Con- 
traction of Business 


United States Steel Company’s Pro- 
duction of Pig Iron Heaviest 
on Record—Erie Stock- 
holders Fail To Approve 
Voting Trust. 


New York, April oF <epecial.)- ae 
stock market has halted for the mio- 
mént while the public is trying to make 
up its mind whether conditions justify 
a further recession in trade and less than 
an average winter wheat crop, or whether 
general business is really on the mend 
and all the hue and cry raised in Wall 
street about a further setback originated 
with the ‘“‘bears’’ who seek to depress 
values. Two things stand out promi- 
nently. Leading railroads are curtafling 
expenditures for supplies and improve- 
ments exclusively, as if they foresaw 
some letup in prosperity. Yet the Unit- 
e@ States Steel Corporation’s volume of 
business goes on expanding, as a result 
of larger orders from ‘the gereral pub- 
lic. How are these apparent antagonistic 
things to be reconciled? Which is 
right? That is what Wall street is try- 
ing to find out. 

If railroad retrenchments are contin- 
ued for any length of time it means 
that the earnings of the equipment and 
other manufacturing companies would 
fall off greatly because of the loss of 
railroad orders. One authority estimates 
the probable decrease in such ‘supplies 
and railroad appurtenances at $70,000,- 
000 a year, mentioning half a dozen cor- 
porations which would suffer most heay- 
ily and which would naturally have 
to reduce their dividends or draw a 
surplus to pay them, 

Phenomenal Pig Iron Output. 

The present remarkable output of pig 
iron by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, averaging 175,000 tons a week, 
which is the largest in its history and the 
expansion of its general finished steel 
business, which seems to be going for- 
ward at a rapid rate, are worthy of close 
study. The natural inference of increased 
pig iron output is that the supply has ex- 
ceeded demand and that as a result of 
cverproduction by the various interesis 
demoralization is near at hand. But 
the stocks of pig iron are decreasing in 
spite of the large new production, which 
means that the consumption is greater 
than the output for the time being. 
It is the policy of the United States 
Steel Corporation, not .to do anything 
to demoralize prices. “The conclusion 
seems warranted that there is a healthy 
demand for pig iron, which is reflected 
in heavy consymption. of finished pro- 
ducts, for the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration utilizes most of its own pig out- 
put. The enormous demand for the 
lighter products of steel] means such as 
are chiefly used by the general public. 
The United States Steel Corporation is 
now producing, 185,000 tons of steel in- 
gots a week, which, compares favorably 
with its record in boom times. 

Steel Shows Good Business Condition. 

That trade is brisk is shown by the 
employment of the Pencoyd Bridge 
Works, a branch of the American Bridge 
Company—which is one of the least 
profitable plants, and which would con- 
tinue to be closed if business were at all 
slack and the demand could be supplied 
from the better located manufactories, 
The above things are facts which Cannot 
be ignored, and they go far,.to convince 
close observers that there is nothing in 
this business which juStifies the retrench- 
ment policy of the Jailroads. If the 
steel trade is a barometer of general bus- 
iness, 2s some claim, it indicates a mod- 
erate degree of prosperity during the 
remainder of the year, though with pos- 
sibly’ quieter conditions during the sum- 
mer. Crop conditions wil] have much 
to do with midsummer developmen:s, as 
railroad officials admit. Some of them, 
when asked how long they would shut 
down on purchases of supplies, replied 
that the output of che crops would large- 
ly determine. Given abundant crops 
they said the railroads would enlarge 
cperations again. Weather conditions 
thus far have checked the growth of the 
winter wheat and retarded planting of 
other crops. A month of good weather 
may yadically change things for the bet- 
te 
‘Ynere 1s less talk about corporate float- 
Two more ‘‘temporary’”’ note 
issues were brought out this week. Peo- 
ple seem to expect them for some time 
to come. They are a bitter pill, but the 
disease will cure itself when bank re- 
scurces are -xhausted or public confidence 
is disturbed. In the latter case. the 
money lenders will be afraid to risk any 
mare funds in this way. 

New York Bonds at Par. 

Meanwhile, the bond market ,has been 
“greatly injured,’ to quote active brokers 
and serious doubts are expressed about 
the $37,000,000 New York city bond issue 
bringing more than par at next Tues- 
day’s sale. A bankers’ clique which has 
been organized will naturally want to get 
them ag cheaply as possible and it can 
hardly be expected to bid up. If an “all 
or none’ bid is accepted it may be as&- 
sumed that the chique will have it all its 
own way. The syndicate, however, will 
probably have no difficulty in disposing 
of a tax.exempt 3 !-2 per cent bond ata 


| handsome profit if it can secure them a 


trifle above par, for-no more city bonds 
are likely to be put out for some time to 
come. Such an issue, yielding an attrac- 
tive rate of interest, considering the char- 
acter of the security, will appeal to many 
investors. That certain local trust com- 
panies thought well of them at much 


‘higher prices is shown by the fact that a 


leading institution paid [12 1I-2 in the 
booth of 1901 for a large block of them. 
This, in a sense, proved an error of judg- 
ment, but the company will not actually 
loSe on them if it keeps them until matur- 
ity. It will merely be accepting less on 
the investment than those who have 
bought since that time.

Money for Foreign Bond Flotations. 

Mhe ‘bringing out of such large loans 
abroad, particularly that of RuSsia for 
some $160,000,000, will absorb all of the 
funds that New York can spare, although 
it is not to be supposed{that Americans 
will take any of these }€oreign issues. 
They can advance money q} them, just as 
they ‘iave done on tempé@rary notes of 
domestic railroads, thereby making a 
handsome profit. It is doubtful, however, 
that the bankers of this country will care 
to have an interest in any foreign under- 
writings. They have about all they care 
to look after at home.. But temporary 
advancing of-funds to European bankers 
is entirely practicable and illustrates the 
most up to date methods in finance— 
namely, the shifting of bank resources 
from one center to another according as 
the demand is greatest at any particular 
point. Of course, any credits of the 
United States can be called home for 
emergencies, such as the demand for crop 
purposes. 
In the absence of approfal by a ma- 
jority of Erie shareholders the voting 
trust expires tomorrow, as announced by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. some weeks ago, 
when they made a proposition to have 
it continued and asked shareholders to 
make known their wishes by,sending their 
consets to the trustees. To a Wall 
street phrase, the yote appears to have 
a ‘‘frost.’’ About a third are reported tu 
have assented in the off-hand way sug- 
gested. From this it is assured it would 
be useless to call a special meeting of 
stockholders to pass on the queskion. 
Such has been the opinion prevailing in 
Wall street all the week and people 
awaited eagerly for an announcement 
from the Morgan firm. dn 
The backwardness of stockholders in 
giving assent was in strange contrast to 
the vote of Southern Railway sharehold- 
ers nearly two years ago in continuing 
the votng trust of that company for five 
years. It gave rise to a great deal of 
discussion as to the prestige of Mr. Mor- 
gan, since the developments in various 
<arge industrial companies. ‘The future 
of Erie's contrgl has been of paramount 
interest in Wall street for a long time 
because of the far-reaching effect it may 
have if it passes from Morgan's influ- 
ence to’ other hands.

The 
ease and abundance of money keeps the 
money market free from any pressure 
of gelling to procure cash resources, 
and those who are not obliged lo sell 
have every incentive to keep their of- 
ferings off the market in view of its 
small power of absorption. At the 
same time, the abundant facilities in 
the money market have proved. no in- 
ducements to operators to accumulate 
stocks fOr speculative purposes, as doubt 
and uncertainty over the future offers 
no assurarice of profits. The market ts 
practically deadlocked in consequence, 
‘While moOney, resources are abundant, 


‘this fact in itself is a cause of anxiety 


over tbe business prospects. The enor- 
mous accumulation in the reserve cen- 
ters argues & decline in the activa employ- 
ment of money. This indication is 
strengthened by the reports of mercan- 
tile ageneies, which show backward 
demand in many lines and disinclination 
to enter on future commitments. The 
Slack demand for commodities and the 
lessened output by producers is still at- 
tributed in large part to the. lateness 
of the season, the continued cold weath- 
er, decreasing the demand for mer- 
chandise. The week’s heavy exports 
of gold, which Have reached a record, 
have not caused a ripple in the money 
market, and no obstruction to the move- 
ment by a rise.in interest rates is in- 
dicated at present. It is considered 
probable, ‘therefore, that practicaily all 
of the $40,000,000 payable to the Pan- 
ama canal stockholders will go out in 
gold.

In many 
cases the collateral for these notes are 
bond issues which were designed to sup- 
ply needed capital‘ requirements,’ but 
Which it was found impossible to market 
on desirable terms. It is the commonly 
acepted opinion that the payment of these 
notes will coincide closely with the suc- 
cessful marketing of the securities by 
which they are secured or by others for 
funding the notes. So that they are 
regarded as representing a prior claim 
on whatever supplies of capital for in- 
vestment may offér in the future. The 
charges carried by these notes, and which 
will be fixed by future funding opera- 
tions, will come ahead of stocks and of 
some other securities now. dealt in in 
the market.

of the averages making $8,500,000 as 
above. Inasmuch as the remainder’ of 
the amount exported, or $4,000,000, was 
carried over under the“average system 
into the current week; the statement was 
clearly made on largely declining aver- 
ages forscash. loans were expanded 
through corporation borrowing by $3.,- 
246,500. currying this -item to a new 
high record. Cash increased. $188,900 
net, specie decreasing $961,000 and legal 
tenders being augmented by $1,149,900. 
It may be noted that the estimates, 
which were based upon the ; traceable 
movements of money during the week, 
exclusive of Saturday’s shipments of gold 
to Europe, indicated a loss of $876,400 
cash; therefore there was a discrepancy 
of $1,063,300 between the estimated and 
the actual change in cash.

The Old Acts Burned. 
“rescinding act’ introduceq by 
Jackson followed promptly the investiga- 
tion of the land deal by a committee, who 
pronounced the former acts illegal on ac- 
count of fraud used in obtaining it, and 
was passed.

Troup County History. 


Troup county was laid out in 1826 and 
named for George M. Troupe, a native 
of what is now Alabama, but at the time 
the territory of Georgia. As legislator, 
congressman, senator and governor, he 
represented the state and was in his 

ne of the most representative of 
sogthern men. Governor Troupe is prob- 
@liy more generally distinguished for 
his actions in removing the Indians west- 
ward, which came near involving the 
State in a war with tfe federal govern- 
ment. The Indians at the time of its 
settlernent. largely inhabited the section 
of the state embraced in Troupe county 
and some of the bloodiest of their most 
cruel raids occurred in the confines of 
this county 

About miles west of LaGrangé, 
on the Chattahoochee river, where the 

Wehadsa creek empties into the river, 
is the site of an old Indian viflage be- 
longing to the Muscogees, a tribé of the 
Creeks. This village was the meeting 
point for the warriors to assemble and 
plan murderous assautts upon. the scat- 
tered settlements of whites. The place 
is also distinguished in the history of the 

state as the exact location where ‘the 
chiefs of tribes of all southern nations 
once met to celebrate the green corn 
dance, preparatory to a great and bloody 
raid upon all southern. white men. 

One evening In 1783 Major Adams and 
300 men who had volunteered to drive 


‘the murderous Ind‘@as from the borders 


of the state, camped within a few feet 
of this village. While waiting for the 
moon to set, so as to cover the soldiers’ 
movements with the darkness qnd take 
the Indians by surprise, Major Adams, 
accompanied by a private named Hill, 
started to swim the Chattahoochee 
river to reconnoiter the positjon of the 
enemy. Hill came near being drowned 
and was only saved by the heroic ef- 
forts of Major Adams, who, after res- 
cuing the drowning man, continued the 
swim and accomplished his purpose. Re- 
turning to camp he took the army across 
the river at the most favorable point 
and completely surprised the whole body 
of Indians, not one of whom, _hiStory 
says, escaped. The Indian women and 
little chi#@dren, as far as possible, were 
spared, but the town was burned a 
ashes. The exact location of the burnt 
village was known for many years by 
posts standing in the middle of the sap- 
ling thicket. f 
LaGrange Is Chief City. 

LaGrange is the county seat of Troupe 

county and a city with a population of 
abcut 6,000. It is 7! miles from Atlanta, 
is nearly 1,000 feet above sea level, and 
is so well drained by natural and artifi- 
cial means as to be absolutely free of 
malaria and typhoid. It ranks first 
among the towns of the sfate for health 
and longevity. 
' LaGrange has long been a city of great 
culture and the place of nattvity of some 
of Georgia’s most renowned sons. It was 
here (nat the immortal Ben Hill had his 
home and from which place he was pre- 
sented to the state amd nation as one 
of the most effective and powerful ora- 
tors the south ever produced.

He has no patience and little 
respect for-the miraculous element in the 
Old Testament, pronouncing its. stories 
‘incredible, puerile or demoralizing nar- 
ratives.’’ On account of these narratives 
he thinks the “indiscriminate reading of 
the Bible in public is an extremely per- 
ilous proceeding,’ and goes so far as to 
suggest that the feading of the Bible 
in church be supplemented with ‘“‘Chris- 
tian compositions which have secured the 
apprvoal of general acceptance.’’ Coming 
to. the New Testament the canon is more 
tolerant, but still thinks its miraculous 
element ‘‘will have to go the way of the 
Old. Testament prodigies.’ ‘“‘Is the faith,’’ 
he aSks, ‘‘of the church in the divine 
Christ living, present and active, really 
built on an empty tomb? For myself I 
prefer to believe that no such. intimate 
vital connection exists between. the truth 
of Christianity and the traditional no- 
tions of its historical origins.’ About the 
best word he can say for the Bible is 
that it will “‘continue for all time the 
best manual of fundamental morality and 
the best corrective of eccleSjastical cor- 
ruption’ and ‘the most effectual check 
on the materialistic tendencies of mod- 
‘ern life."’ The article has created a great 
stir in English ecclesiastical circles, and 
a stormeof protest has been raised against 
it. It is simply one more attempt to 
eliminate the supernatural religion. The 
old. reply may be made to it that. there 
is nothing true in it that is new, and 
nothing new that is true. Theories of 
“The Future of the Bible’ come and the- 
ories go, but the Word of the Lord en- 
dureth forever. 

The American Bible League. 

There is to be held in New York city, 
on-May 3 to 5, the first convention of a 
new association, the Amefican Bible 
League.: ‘The object of this league is to 
defend the’ Scriptures from the destruc- 
tive critics. 

Its membership is’ to be cOmposed of 
those alone that hold strictly to the doc- 
trine of the divine inspiration of fhe Bi- 
hle, as against all theories of its human 
origin on the same plane as other pooks. 
None but evangelical Christians will 
be allowed to take part in its ses- 
sions. 

A,large number of eminent Christians, 
mem of-learning and of superb character, 
are already enrolled in the new move- 
ment. These include in their number 
H. Converse, President Patton, 
President Wolfe, Professor Beecher, 
Professor Warfield, Principal Caven, Dr. 
Ingersoll, Professor Wright, President: 
Such 
names as these should command univer- 
sal respect and honor. 

Of course, there is a feeling, widely

onism between two sets of men who 
are at heart one, as we believe, in their 
loyalty to revealed truth. 

However this may be, in the declared 
aims of the American Bible League we 
thoroughly and heartily sympathize. We 
accept, as all levers of truth must ac- 
cept, the splendid results of reverent 
modern scholarship. During recent years 
a fiood of light has peen poured upon 
Holy Writ. We rejoice in it. We do 
not in the least fear to go wherever it 
may show the way. 

But with this modern study of the 
Bible there has*sprung up a school of 
critics, typified perhaps by Professor 
Cheyne and his Encyclopedia Biblica, 
whose influence is, we believe inimieal to 
the cause of Christ. They are all the 
more dangerous because they are men of 
profound learning and often of lovable 
characters. They practically deny the 
supernatura:. They practically relegate 
Jesus Christ to the human,, The Bible 
in their hands becomes a mass of un- 
trustworthy and confused traditions. 
From data accepted by all scholars they 
draw the most fantastic conclusions, and 
under the guise of science they give 
rein to fancies that would do credit to 
Dean Swift. 

The new Bible League, as we under- 
stand it, is intended to combat this 
tendency, to confirm men’s faith in the 
unshaken verities of religion, and, in 
constructive, aggressive, gospel ways, 
wield the Sword of the Spirit, the Word 
of ‘God. 

End of the Friar’Problem. 

The tangled problem of the friars in

Berlin, April 30.—Princess Louise of 
Coburg—the name of that unfortunate 
lady is on the lips of all Europe. 

For over five years she hae been held 
a prisoner in private lunatic asylums, and 
yet the question remains open—Is she 
mad? 

Princess Louise is the eldest daughter of 
King Leopold of Belgium, and a near 


relative of many imperial and royal fam- 


ilies, Her mother was an Austrian arch- 
duchess and her grandfather an Austrian 
emperor. Her sister, Stephantfe, married 
the Austrian crown prince, and her daugh- 
is the wife of the 
German empress’ brother, Duke Ernest 
Gunther of Schleswig-H@istein. 

Born at Brussels in 1&8, her childhood 
was devoid of happinesg. The king and 
the queen of the Belgians lived unhap- 
pily together, and their children suffered 
keenly from the lack of harmony in the 
royal home. When she was a girl of (4, 
the queen—her mother—once gave her a 
pote to deliver secretly to some one in the 
palace, and told her to take particular 
care that the king should not know of 
the letter. While she was carrying the 
note the king met her in one of the ¢or- 
ridors of the palace, and, suspecting from 
her demeanor that something was wrong, 
asked to see the address on the envelope 
which she held in her hand, 

Princess Louise refused to show the 
king the letter or to glve him any informa- 
tion about the matter, and an angry 
scene took place. ‘“‘The king always dis- 
liked me after that,” she used to gay to 
her friends. 

“Sun of the Belgians.”’ 

It was-not a healthy, moral atmosphere 
in which Princess Louise spent her girl- 
hood, but she withstood the evil in- 
fluences around her, and grew up a gen- 
eral favorite. As a girl she was popularly 
known as the ‘‘Sun of the Belgians,’ and 
was beloved by the common people, 

She had scarcely attained her sixteenth 
birthday when Prince Philip of Coburg, 
who was her senior by fourteen years, 
came to Brussels to pay his court to her. 
Princess Louise disliked him intensely, and 
the king of the Belgians advised him to 
wait a year before pressing his suit too 
closely. Prince Philip went away on a 
foreign tour, and returned several months 
later to renew his wooing, only to find 
that the princess regarded him with the 
same aversion as before. 

Her opposition strengthened Prince 
Philip’s desire to marry her, and strong 
pressure was brought to bear on the 
princess by her parents, who favored the 
match. Princess Louise’s entreaties not 
to bé compelled to~marry a man she dis- 
liked were ignored, and her tears left 
her father unmoved. 

Finally she surrendered and became 
the wife of Prince Philip of Coburg with- 
in a few days of her seventeenth birth- 
day. 

Princess Louise was not only extreme- 
ly beautiful, but vivacious and witty, 
and she immediately attained a fore- 
most..position in Austro-Hungasian high 
society. 

Simple Tastes. 

Her tastes, however, were simple and 
democratic, and the jealousies and in- 
trigues of court life were incomprehensi- 
ble to her, . 

Prince Philip never understood his wife, 
who wa@s sO much younger than himself, 
and he never attempted to gain her af- 
fections, which were not his at the time 
of their marriage. On the contrary, he 
was neglectful, and even cruel, 

After the sixth year of their marriage 
they were practically separated, and took 
no trouble to conceal @he true state of 
‘their household affairs from the world. 

In 189§, when she* had been a lonely 
wife for 14 years, Princess Louise, then 
37 years of age, first saw Lieutenant Mat- 
tachich-Keglevich, a young Hungarian 
aristocrat holding a commission in a 
crack cavalry regiment. 

It wag a year later before he was for- 
mally presented to her at a ball given at 
the residence of her sister, Crown Prin- 
eess Stephanie. The Princess and the of- 
ficer goon discovered that they had fallen 
in love,with one another at first sight, and 
ithe uahappiness of Princess Louise's niar- 
riage seemed to them to justify a mutua!] 
confession of attachment. ” 

Princess Louise entrusied Lieutenant 
Mattachich-Keglevich with the manage- 
ment of her stables and took riding les- 
song from him, so that they saw one an- 
other daily. This continued throughout 
the spring ‘kna summer of 1896, and soon 
scandal-mongering tongues were at work 
spreading false reports of their relations. 

ln the autumn of 1896 Lieutenant Hat- 
tachich-Keglevich received orders from 
the Emperor Francis Joseph to leave 
Vienna within a fortnight, and on the 
same day Princess Louise was summoned 
to the palace to have audience of his 
majesty. The emperor received her coldly 
and severely, and said, “Your rcyal high- 
ness, I regret very much that you will 
not be permitted to attend any court 
functions this season; grave mistakes 
have been: committed. I Know every- 
thing.’’ “Your majesty,’ Teplicd the prin- 
cess, ‘I need your protection against the 
calumnies of malicious gossipers.”’ - 

,  &brupt Ending. 

‘The emperor, however, rose from his 
chair, and again repeating the words,  ‘‘I 
know everything.” indicated that ‘he au- 
dience was ended.

Your correspondent fell in with a 
crowd of them on the train the other 
day, mostly women and girls from the 
Ural and nearby territories of eastern 
Russia. The transport of a Cossack regi- 
ment causing a*block on the road, a dozen 
or more would-be soldiers in skirts es- 
caped the confinement of the fourth-class 
carriages to have some sport on the sta- 
tion platform. 

One of them, a tall, robust six-footer, 
bet 50 kopecks that no .man could throw 
her. Several excellent wrestling matches 
were witnessed in the course of which 
half a dozen sons of Adam retired crest- | 
fallen from the field, while atthe end 
of the game Mariska was a fresh and 
full of fight as ever. 

Where Women Dig Gold. 

“T am a daughter of the Ural,” she ex- 
plained when I sought her out at the 
Amazons’ temporary headquarters in this 
city, “have been a fighter all my life and 
will ask the czar on my bended knees 
to give me and my sisters a chance at 
those scurvy Japs—each of us will take 
care of a brace of them or more” 

“The robbers of your native province 
taught you warfare, I suppose,’ asked 
your correspondent. 

“Robbers? No. There are none; our

In. the hope of compelling Prince Philip 
to use hig own powerful influence in fa- 
vor of a divorce, the princess appeared o8- 
ientatiously in Lieutenant Mattachich- 
Keglevich’'s company On the, pl ublic prom- 
enude at Nice, Carlsbad and oiher fash- 
jonable resorts, but her husband coniin- 
ued to ignore her existence. 

His cOnduct was entirely incompatible 
with the code of military honor accepted 
in continental countries, and it Was con- 
demned in the swoOngest terms by tne 
German emperor and other imperial and 
royal personages. Finally, the Austrian 
emperor insisted on Prince Philip chal- 
lenging Lieutenant Mattachicn-kKegle- 
vyich to a duel, which was fought in 
Vienna on February !8, 1898, with pis- 
tols alld swords. 

Lieutenant Mattachich-Keglevich, who 
was a famous shot, fired into tte air 
poth times, put Prince Philip failed to hit 
him, though he aimed carefully and was 
firing at I5 paces. Swords were then 
used, and it was evident from the first 
stroke that the prince was at his antag- 
onist’s merey. Lieutenant . Mattachich- 
Keglevich again refrained from killing 
his opponent. 

After this encounter Princess Louise 
returned to Austria and placed herself 
under the protection of Lieutenant Mat- 
tachich-Kegilevich’s parents at the fam- 
in Croatia, where- 
upon the Emperor Frances Joseph de- 
creed her permarént expulsion frum all 
his dominions. 

frincess Seized. ~~ 

A few days jater Lieutenant Mattach- 
ich-Keglevich received orders to report 
bimself. to the colonel of his regiment 
at Agram. On his arrival at Agram he 
was arrested on a concocted chatge of 
forging the signature of Crown Princess 
Stephanie on a promissory note by 
means of which money had been obtain- 
ed for Princess Louise on false pre- 
tenses. 

Within an hour of Mattachich-kKegle- 
yich's arrest in 1898, Prince Philip's law- 
yer, Dr. ,Bachrach, accompanied by two 
medical men, two keepers, and a smail 
force of gendarmerie, made a raid on 
Lobor castle, seized Princess Louise, 
and conveyed her to a private lunatic 
asylum at Dobling, near Vienna, 

One of the medical men who partici- 
pated in this illegal selzure afterwards 
apologized to the princess, saying that 
he had been misinformed, and testifying 
to her sanity. After a period of six 
weeks, Dr. Obersteiner, the proprictor of 
the asylum, announced that the prin- 
cess was perfectly sane, whereupon she 
was removed from his establishment and 
placed in anothér private hinatic asy- 
lum at Purketsdorf, near Vienna. 

Here again the medical attendants 
refused to certify to her insanity, and 
the princess was ultimately removed to 
the asylum near Coswig, *Muxonuy, where 
she is still kept a prisoner. Six years 
have now elapsed since her incarcera- 
tion, and there is small prospect of her 
regaining her Hberty, for her husband, 
Prince Philip, has declared that she 
shall be a life long prisoner. 

Soon after his release, Mattachich-Keg- 
levich ‘made an attempt to rescue the 
princess from the mad house. The at- 
tempt failed, but he found an oppor- 
tunity of having a long conversation with 
the princess while she was taking her 
daily exercise. On this occasion she told 
him a piteous tale of. suffering, which 
caused him to swear that he would 
never abandon his attempts ty secure 
her libegation. Another attempt to lib- 
erate her@failed last March.

country of Belgium but also form part of 
the great land and water transport sys 
tems of northwestern Europe. This du&l 
System of transport is not only admirably 
arranged and administered by the govern- 
ment, so far as Belgium is concerned, 
but the freight charges are also very low, 
Owing to the competition of the two sys- 
tems, and to the government's railway 
policy of low_freights. 

The port authorities are making great 
efforts to keep pace: with the incréasing 
commerce by providing adequate quay 
room and equipping the quays with the 
latest appliances for the quick handling 
of freight. In August, 1903, 2,166 vards 
of new quays were opened to traffic. 
Lower down the river additional docks 
on which it is proposed to spend $1,600,- 
000, are in course of construction, and the 
Antwerp wmunicipalgty tad decided to 
construct a new entrance to the intercal- 
ary docks at a cost of $1,339,000. There 
is a further proposal on foot to construct 
a large dry dock, capable of accomodat- 
ing the largest steamers that enter the 
port. Accommodation for tank steamers 
has been added to the quay up the river 
at a cost of about $500,000. The length 
of the outer quay is about 1,000 feet and 
the petroleum is conveyed through pipes 
built for 
he purpose. Since the opening of these 
works in August 20,000 tons have been 
stored in them. 

A comparison of these statistics of re- 
cent and projected improvements with 
similar figures for New York may sug- 
gest good reasons for the prediction made 
by many business men here that Ant- 
werp’s ocvean commerce will soon sur- 
pass that of New York. In considering 
the figures it must be borne in’ mind, too, 
that every dollar is honestly expended 
and accounts for a dollar's worth of work.

Many international 
efforts have been made to thwart its 
schemes of aggression, and to repress its 
manifest destiny; yet it has held the 
balance of power in its hands in almost 
every crisis of modern European history.

We made the trip from Stockholm, 
that enchanting Venice of the north, to 
St. Petersburg, in thirty-nine hours, The 
Baltic and the gulf of Finland were 
“nasty Leasts,”’ but the trip among the 
Finnish tsl@ends, swith these stirring ex- 
ceptions, was pleasant. ‘Stirring’ is an 
epithet that belongs particularly to ma- 
rine existence.

The 
Pacific is a sham anda humbug, which [I 
hold in equal detestation. The German 
ocean I found at»bottom to be full of 
treachery. The Baltic is somewhat of a 
Vicious creature. But what shall I say 
of these wild sea“animals, the Cattegat 
and Skager rack? Can I ever froget the 
day spent in the Cat’s throat or wild 
night on the Rack, when the ship Chris- 
tiania kas on a regular Baccananaliam 
orgy? The tale.is too harrowing to tell. 
Suffice it to say, we were spilled from 
our beds, and had a mad but, absurt¥

The Arctic, the Arctic for me! with its 
indescribuvie charm, its electric air, its 
weird and wondrous “light that never 
Was on land or sea’’ except in that ‘ar 
auroral clime. 

But truth compels me to state tnat at 
the last, when just in sight of “Nord 
Kap,” that great rock that marks the 
limit of the land, when cur little boat 
lightened of its load of freight, danced 
like a toy up and down upon the swelling 
billows, the Arctic played us villain 
tricks. 

“What did you think of the cape?’ I 
asked of clever Mrs. P., of New Orleans, 
who, by the way, fs a niece of Judah P. 
Benjamin. ‘“The cape? the cape?” “Last 
night I loathed the cape. Today I think 
@t sublime.” An easy conscience for 
Sleep; a quiet stomach for enthusiasm. 

We made a short but pleasant stop at 
Helsingfors, a city of 90,000 people, the 
bustling, handsome capital of Finland, 
that brave and independent. country 
which, with splendid loyalty to its Scan- 
dinavian history and traditions, has re- 
sisted Russian influence and Russian 
tyranny. 

But it is the story of Alsace and Lor- 
raine over again. The language will he 
forbidden in the schools, the fine litera- 
ture will be neglected and gradually tais 
liberty-loving land will be absorbed in 
Greater Russia. In Helsingfors we heard 
a delightful military concert, saw a negro 
as black as the ‘ace of spades”’ proprietor 
of a large restaurant—the only negro we 
saw’in northern Europe—tasted Swedish 
punch—the famous artillery punch of Sa- 
vannah is a mild beverage compared to 
it—and took our first drosky drive, a 
most amus‘'wg experience, as the narrow- 
‘ness of the vehicle and ‘the rapidity of te 
horse’s gait, compe] tle gentleman to 
put his arm around the lady to keep her 
from falling out. You never say ‘‘Don’t,” 
but often exclaim ‘Please hold me in.’’ 

I haven't said a word about Petersburg, 
because I haven't yet seen it. I write 
while waiting for the others to come to 
breakfast, and they are so slow about 
it. I've written you a volume of retro- 
spect. Tomorrow I will tell you of this 
imperial city. Goodby till then.

For the last few years the whole world 
of commerce has had ‘“‘flush times.”” The 
people in many ‘countries have had more 
midhey to spend than ever before, and 
much of it has been devoted to the pur- 
eiase of more cotton goods than usual.- 
But the flush times are already on the 
wane, 
‘the mills increased their activity, and 
“hundred of new mills were. built. The 
factories in Mnglarifi and New England 
have fought for life against’ the .compe- 
tition of the new mills in the south, and 
in the battle they have bid up the price 
of the raw staple.

MAY BE RAISED BY SOUTH

DITOR CONSTITUTION: The de- 
partment of agriculture is in pos- 
sesSion of advices indicating that 


the area to be planted in cotton this 
spring will yield on a normal crop basis, 
an increase of upwards of thirty per cent 
more than the crop last yéar. While this 
estimate is based on the -acreage and 
yield of last year it is believed that the 
figures are conservative because the coi- 
ton plant will this year be cultivated 
with more intensity and enthusiasm than 
at any time since the civil war. It is also 
believed that the percentage of loss due to 
the boll weevil and shedding, will not be 
SO great as last season. -It has been 
given out that, so far as learned, the 
most *spracticable way of fighting the 
weevil is to plant as early as possible, 


to plant the seed of early-maturing va- | 


rieties and then to force the crop by an 
increased expenditure of fertilizers: and 
& more generols use of the hoe. This 
is the plan of campaign determined on 
by the great mass of Texas growers, and 
it-is Texas that has been producing about 
one-third of the great Amefican crop. 
It was also in Texas that ihe heaviest 
loss by weevil ravages was sustained. 
Cotton experts have no fear that the 
market will not _abs@rb the increased 
crop. The reasons for this faith are that 
there wil] be no old gtock held over, and 
the increase in the ‘use of cotton goods 
Gue to refinement. of fabric>, merceriza- 
tion, etc. The demand for cotton - for 
mixture with other fibers, is increasing. 
Population is increasing and people are 
buying and wearing more clothes than 
formerly. ' 


Twenty-Million-Bale Crop. 


It is gaid at the department of agricul- 
ture that a man must be a poor prophet 
who cannot foretell] that within a few 
years the United States wiil produce 
twenty million bales of cotton annually, 
and that every ounce of this wil) be 
worked up by American spindles and 
looms. 

It is also clear, it is said, that the 
American crop will be spun in southern 
mills. The increasing cost of coal 1s 
making water power more and more 
sought, after, and that of the south is 
the only water power that can be relied 
on to work ‘twelve months a year. The 
department experts say that the advan- 
tage of having a cotton mill in the middle 
of a cotton field is just as apparent as 
having a tomato canning factory in the 
middle of a tomato patch. The 'time when 
cotton will be hauled a thousand miles to 
a mil] is passing, and passing fast. 


Wheat Competition Before Cotton. 
It is believed at the departinent of ag- 


.riculture that vast areas of land in the 


south now given to corn and wheat will 
at no distant time be given over to the 
cultivation of cotton. The main reaBon 
for this ig. that other countries will enter 
into competition with the United States 
as wheat and corn producers long before 
there shal] be effective competition in cot- 
ton production. The weat lands afe be- 
ing rapidly developed. Take for instance 
Manitoba, Atberta, Athabasco, Assina- 
boia and: the great northwest territory. 
Wheat land is ‘being plowed under at an 
a g increase each year. The gsettle- 
ment of the vast Saskatchawan vaUey is 
proceeding at a vigorous pace. It is: 
probably true that there is as much 
wheat land north of the northern boun- 
dary of the United State as ‘there is be- 
tween Canada and Mexico. Eastern Asia 
wi probably in a few years cut u wide 
Siberian and 
Manchurian wheat has already made it- 
gelf felt in the market. Dispatches and 
letters fram the theater of the Russo- 
Japanese war, have contained many ref- 
erences to the importance «f the flour 
mills in and around Harbin. South Amer- 
ica is destined to become a vast producer 
of corn. Argentina is already exporting 
it by the millions of bushels, and more 
and more of the wide and rich prairie 
land of that republic is being torn up by 
steam plows. But the opening up of new 
feotton land is proceeding painfully and 
slowly. 

At present Egypt is the biggest factor 
as a cotton producer outside of the Minited 
Staites, and it is doubted if tne industry 
has much room to expend there. The 
rreséent supply of cotton comes from the 
Nile delta. and most of the available land 
thepe & already under cultivation. The

construction of the Assuan dam will in- 
crease the tillable grea by a good Gaeal 
(experts differ as to the amount), but it 
is enough to very appreciably effcet the 
cottor supply, otpn srowing in India, 
though fostered with care, makes but 
little headway. 

Experiments have been made in tie 
Congo, Liberia, Sierra Leon: and other 
countries in West Africa, but where the 
experiments have not been fiat failures, 
little success has attended them. It is 
considered reasonable that eventually tne 
cotton plant will be cultivated on a large 
scale in Africa, but persons at the de- 
partment of agriculture believe that the 
southern cotton planter will have no cOm- 
petition from ‘the African gruwer in the 
twentieth century. 7 

One great aim of the secretary of agri- 
culture is to increase the Amefican yield 
per acre by improving the cotton plant 
by scientific treatment cf the soil, and by 
intensive farming. He hopes that within 
the life of men now working in the cotton 
field, the average production will be three 
hales an acre instead of from a half to 
one ‘bale, 

Though the present high price of cotton 
may not be maintained, it is said on good 
authority in Washington that the hard- 
time price of seven certs a pound will 
never he seen again. And two reasons 
are given for this belief, first, the in- 
creasing demand for cotton and second, 
the increasing production of gold. New 
gold-bearing lands are being found, and 
by improved mining processes g0]d prop- 
esitions that have been considered no 
good are now pay dirt, The refinement 
of these mining processes is going on at 
such a rate that finally the lowest grade 
ore or gravel will be made to pay, and 
gold may. be extracted with profit wher- 
ever found. And as the world’s stock 
of gold increases, so will the price in- 
crease of those articles, the value of 
which is measured in god.

Cotton Industry of Mexico. 


(From the annual report of United States 
(Consul General A. D. Barlow.) 

The cotton industry of Mexico is of 
great interest to those engaged in the cot- 
ton business in the United States. Mexico 
is and probably always will be an im- 
porter of raw cotton, which should in 
the ordinary course of events come en- 
tirely from the United States. The aver- 
age potential production of cotton in 
Mexico is apparently not very much 
greater than the actual production. Ow- 
ing to the lack of water in certain lo- 
calities otherwise suited to the production 
of cotten, and to the presence in recent 
years of the boll weevil in the cotton dis- 
tricts in the northern part of the repub- 
lic, no great increase of acreage can ap- 
parently be made. 

What may be called the cotton district 
of Mexico extends fram a line about 50 
miles north of Torreon to a line 100 miles 
south of Torreon, known in Mexico as 
the “Laguna district.” Some cofton is 
raised on the eastern slopes of Mexico's 
mountain backbone in the state of Ta- 
maulipas, in the vicinity of Victoria; 
also in the district known as the Huas- 
teca» Potosini and to a limited extent in 
the vicinity of Piedras Negras, state 97 
Coahuila. It has been claimed that a 
good cotton belt exists in the Pacific 
coast regions of Mexico, but the adapt- 
ability of soll and climatic conditions, 
particularly rainfall, make this claim 
rather doubtful). It has also been claimed 
that cotton,can be successfully grown 
in some of the southern districts of the 
republic, particularly in the state of 
Oaxaca, but this is also an unproven 


The actual consumption of cotton by 
the mills in thé republic is greater than 
the actual, and apparently greater than 
the potential, production of cotton in the 
republic, and the patential consumption 
of the mills is greater than the actual 
consumption. The manufacturing indus- 
try in Mexico is in its infancy, compara- 
tively speaking, and in the beginning it 
has run to cotton mills. The reason for 
the construction of so many cotton mills 
in this republic is not very apparent to a 
disinterested onlooker; but they are here, 
and, since the condition exists, the Mexi- 
can govefmment is showing a disposition 
to aid them in every way possible. Last 
year the Mexican government appointed 
a commission that visited all of the 
South American countries with a. view 
to creating a foreign market for gr 
was passed by the Mexican congress pro- 


turers of all special interior taxes upon 
cotton gooda manufactured for export, 
and in add{tion a payment to them not 
exceeding 8 cents Mexican (about 4.3 
cents United States) per kilogram (2.2046 
pounds) to compensate for the itmport 
duties, port charges, and taxes collected 
on the raw material imported for use 
in the mandtfacture of such goods. 

This move does not threaten the United 
States trade in*this line, since the ex- 
ports of cotton goods from the United 
States to Central and South America are 
Very limited. It may, however, affect the 
English cotton goods trade with Latin 
America. which was and still is q@ very 
large one, and which once was very ex- 
tensive with Mexico, although decreasing 
during the past three.years. The action 
of the Mexican government in sending 
the special commission to Central and 
South America contains a suggestion for 
United States cotton goods manufac- 
turers. f Mexico expects to find «4 
market for her cottons in South America, 
why should not the United States make 
a bid for the same market? 

The average production of cotton in the 
republic since 1898 has been about 22,- 
000,000 kilograms (48,601,200 pounds) an- 
nually. The average production for the 
years 1895-1898, during which years the 
acreage -was apparently nearly up to 
the limit, so far as cotton growers are 
aware of the possibilities of cotton pro- 
duction in this country and when the de- 
structive boll weevil had not yet made its 
appearance, was about 35,000,000 kilo- 
grams (77,161,000 pounds). If the boll 
weevil can be overcome and sufficient 
water can be found in districts otherwise 
suited to the production of cotton, the 
annual yield might be increased to the 
estimate of local cotton growers—88,- 
000,000 pounds of fair cotton and 22.- 
000,000 pounds of inferior cotton.

Therefore. when 1 say there is @ 
great chance of there being an over- 
production this year of cotton; that there 
is a ‘‘decided’’ increase in acreage over 
last vear anda “decided” decrease in 
acréage of corn, oats, wheat, potatoes, 
etc., I feel fully warranted in making the 
assertions, and will as proof give you a 
few ‘‘facts’’ from the field, and ‘not 
from an office or hearsay. Both here and 
in the black belt of Alabama. nee 

Here’ in this community [ find the in- 
crease from one and a half to two and a 
half times the amount of acreage of last 
year; that is, farmers who last vear 
were running one, two or three-horse 
farms are now running two, four and 
five-horse farms, and the increase is cot- 
ton and mortgaged fertilizer. -Men who 
cultivated 60 acres last year are trying 
75 with the same force. and the increase 
is cotton. Men who planted 30 acres in 
cotton last year and 20 in corn have thie 
year 40 in cotton and ‘10 ‘in ‘corn, with 
hardly. if any, grain planted at all.-There 
has been more fence cornére, old. fields 
and every available apace that will pro- 
duce «otton put tn this year. One thing 
the high price has done has been to make 
some of the lazy, shiftless fellows wake 
up, clean up and get up; but, I am afraid,

| SENATOR MORGAN AFFIRMS 

THE SOUTH HAS MONOPOLY 

eS of the absorbing interesting discus- 

sions in The Constitution on the 
subject of the south’s monopoly 
on cotton growing, the opinion of 

Senator John T. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, is'to the point. While some re- 
gard him ag a dreamer, yet none deny 
that he is a student and deep thinker, 
and has great wisdom gathered through 
many years of experience. A loyal and 
devoted son and ever a defender of the 
south, few, if any one, has so thorough 
' and so comprehensive a knowledge of its 
| conditions, resources and wonderful pos- 
sibilities. 

In an interview I had with the distin- 
guished senator in Washington, he de- 
clareqd that the south has a God-given 
world monopoly in the production of cot- 
ton which no section and no climate on 
earth can ever wrest from our grasp. 

The British. Cotton Growing “Associa- 
tion, and the leading commercial spirits 
»f Germany aré both investigating the 
growing of cotton in their colonies. The 
publications from the British association 
have attracted much attention. » Some 
southern young men have been offered 
very remunerative positions in South Af- 
rica and Australia to superintend cotton 
growing in those countries. 

But according to Senator Mogan, who 
has given much thought and investiga- 
tion to the subject the south has a mo- 
nopoly in cotton growing, which can 
never be taken away. He says: 

“From the James river to the Rio 
Grande is the only section in the world 
where cotton can be successfully and 
most economically produced. 


‘The climatic conditions give the south 
this monagoly. No where else in the 
world do the gentle, warm spring rains 
prepare the earth for te planting. The 
trade winds, laden with moisture, bring

how much corn? “Oh, I want just 
enough to pull through with.’’ 

Now. where this man may be an excep- 
tion, I simply tell this as it is running 
on the same line of the greatest part 
of farmers with whom I have come in 
contact with during my travels: Though, 
of course; they are not all on such exten- 
Sive basis. 

Now for the black belt of Alabama and 
intermedate points.

Then coming from there here, I find 
thera is a noticeable increase all along 
the entire route. Furthermore I find 
more homes, stock, etc., is mortgaged for 
this year's crops:‘than has been in ten 
years. 

Therefore I speak from actual observa- 
tion and facts, as near as facts can be 
obtained from the farmers, and I am one, 
or try to be, and unhesitatingly say un- 
leas kind Providence puts a check in 
sOme way, rain. insects or drought, there 
will be the pleasure of tbe crop ad- 
vocaters seeing cotton sell for 7 to 8 
cents per pound, many unhappy homes 
and many foreclosures. 

I am of the. opinion this will be an ex- 
cellent year ‘to plant corn, and so I am 
planting nearly 2 acres to i planted in 
cotton. 

I, too, say the farmer who makes a 
careful study of the cotton situation and 
history given as such men as Professor 
W. B. Phillips will derive a great deal 
of information. 

Pardon me for such a lengthy letter, 
but when I see the foolhardiness of my 
fellow farmers and feeling I can be or 
persuade him to stop, think and not 
bring misery down upon he and his by an 
overproduction in cotton and a great re- 
duction

Cotton in Egypt. 


(From United States Vice Consul 
eral Morgan, Cairo, Fgypt.) 

The sowing. of cotton begins generally 
about the !I5th of Februgry in upper 
Egypt and terminates in the firet fort- 
night of April in the most northerly prov- 
inces of lower Egypt: ocasionally, in ex- 
ceptional years, the-sowing is continued 
right up to the end of April, without 
any prejudice to the crop. 

In upper Egypt the harvest begins about 
the 10th of August and in the delta bhe- 
tween the 5th and !0th of September, 
and by the end of November, even in the 
later or most northerly districts, the sea- 
son is regarded as over. 

The crop consists of three pickings, the 
first representing about 50 per cent of 
the tota] yield. which is of course the best 
quality obtained: tn the second, about 40 
per cent is gathered, and finally in the 
third picking the remainder, -which is 
generally of inferior quality. is removed. 

To better explain tne gmethods ot selling 
cotton in the interior, the various cult!i- 
vators should be classed under three cat- 
egories, viz, the native cultivators, tha 
small proprietors and the large land- 
owners, who cultivate on a big scale. 

The small native cultivators pring thetr 
cotton to the nearest market, as. soon 
as it is picked, but sometimes, in cases 
where the land is rented, they sell their 
cotton to the proprietons. 

The cultivators of the second class are 
in a better position to look after thefr 
own interests. Unless they have previous- 
ly disposed of their cotton to the money 
lenders in the summer they store it and 
the arrival of the brokers, who 
go around the villages, and sell it to them 
on the spot, either harvest by harvest 
or the whole crop. Sometimes thése 
cultivators obtain morey advances fror. 
the local buyers on the understanding 
that the latter-have fhe preference at 
the time of selling, It very often hanp- 


(;ene- 


pens that the inhabitants of one village 


or the members of one family, combine 
and dispose of their cotton to one singla 
buyer and this system usually secures 


them better conditions. 


It is estimated that half the crop comes 
from the interior for account of the ex- 
porters and is pressed either by steam 
or hydraulic power. The other half is 
sent to Alexandria to be sold. All tha 
hydraulically pressed bales have to hea 
pressed again by steam before shipping. 
The average Weight of a hale of cotton 
hydraulically pressed is abour 8'4 cantars 
(833 pounds), and one pressed bY steam 
weighs from 7% to 7% cantars (734 to 
768 pounds. ) 

The cotton is sold on a sam le 
by The seller, but the final axing af the 
price only takes place when the buyer 
has seen a general sample drawn by his 
own men and considers this sample sat- 
factory. Even then the buyer is free to 
reject the goods if on inspecting the cot- 
ton it does not turn out equal to sam- 
ples or if at that moment the state of 
the market or news from abroad is ur- 
favorible. This is an abuse for which no 
remedy has vet been found.
